OFFICIAL ADVICE TO VOTERS, 


Instructions from the Election Commis- 
sloners’ Office as to Tickets and Voting. 
In erder that there shall be no confusion in 

the minds of the readers of TR TRIBUNE as 

to the different ways in which a man can 
select.tris ticket and vote for it, the following 
official statement upon these points from the 

Election Commissioners’ office is herewith 

given: 

A voter may at his option vote for nine candi- 
dates for Trustee, giving each candidate one 
vote, or he may distribute bis whole vote among 
not less than five-ninths of the candidates to be 
elected, grving*to each candidate the same num- 
ber of votes, or fractional parts of votes, thus: 
In voting for five candidates a voter may give to 
each 14-5 votes, in voting for six candidates a 
voter may give to each 1% votes, in voting for 


“seven candidates a voter may give to each 12-7 


votes, in voting for eight candidates a voter may 
give to each 1% votes. 
Ballots giving more than 1 4-5 votes to any one 


person or candidate are irregular and must be 


counted only as one vote; ballots not giving to 
each person or candidate the same number of 
votes or fractional parts of votes are irregular, 
and must be counted only as one vote for each 
candidate voted for, 

Ballots containing the names of more than 
five persons or candidates and giving to each 
candidate 14-5 votes are irregular, and in such 
case each candidate should be credited with but 
one vote. 

A voter may cast one vote each for any num- 
ber of candidates not exceeding nine. Thus he 
may vote one vote for one candidate or one 
vote each for two candidates, and so on up to 
nine. 

In all cases where ballots are cast containing 
the names of less than five candidates, ‘each can- 
didate should be credited with but one vote“ 
even though such ballots may give to each can- 
didate 14-5 votes. In other words, when a voter 
casts a ballot for less than five candidates, it 1s 
the duty of the judges to credit each of said can- 
didates with one vote and no more, regardless of 
the number of votes or fractional parts of votes 
appearing on such ballots. | 

When you are in doubt or disagree as to your 
duty in counting ballots, telephone to the Board 
of Election Commissioners, No. 764, 

It is further officially announced at the 
Election Commissioners’ office that certain 
circuiars regarding voters who have changed 
tneir precincts are erroneous. These circu- 
lars claim that a person absent from the city 
on the day of registration, and being pre- 
vented thereby from registering, can vote at 
the coming election on affidavit; also, that a 
minor becoming of age since the last election 
can vote on affidavit. Such, according to the 
Election Commissioners, is not the law. 
The law allows two classes to vote at à spe- 
cial election. The first class comprises all 
those who are registered in the precinct in 
which théy reside at the time of election, 
and e second class 18 composed of those 
removing into a precinct since (ct. 15 and 
peing legal voters at the time of elec- 
tion as well as having resided in the 
precinct thirty days previous to the

There seemed to absolutely

His action was strongly dramatic, and 
he sang the music with the same effective- 
ness which was noted in his work in Ro- 
meo and Juliet.” Sig. Novara, who took. the 
part of Melchtal, was announced upon the 
program as having assumed the role 
in order to oblige the management. He 
sang the music effectively, and acted 
acceptably. The finale was powerfully impres- 
sive vocally, the chorus being strong in num- 
bers and voice, and some of the storm effects 
were admirable. 

MME. VALDA AS MATILDA. 

The scene upon the Rütti was beautifully 
set and the effect of the moonlight upon tne 
ripples of the mountain stream wonderfully 
realistic. Mme. Vaida as Matilda sang her 
récitative and romance O, Lonely Weod 
with deep feeling and reai dramatic power, 
and was the recipient of a floral 
offering at its close. In her duet 
with Arnoldo she was equally satis- 
factory, her voice teing powerful and reso- 
nant enough to hold its own amid the impas- 
sioned utterances of Tamagno. The élbse of 
the duet was a climax of the greatest brill 
iancy and effectiveness, Tamagno again tak- 
ing the high C with a power that was posi- 
tively electrifying. The vocalists were 
twice recalled at the close of this number, 
the outburst of applause after the last 
phrase being spontaneous and in- 
stant. The trio of the oath was 
magnificently given. Tamagno, Zardo, 
and Marcassa, as Arnoldo, Tell. and Gualtero, 
would be difficult to surpass, and their com- 
bined efforts were of thrilliug interest. The 
volume of tone was truly magnificent, each 
bearing his part in fine style. The scene pre- 
ceding, in which Arnoldo learns of the cruel 
death of his father, was marvelously 
wrought out, even to the minutest details, 
the grief of the strong man being delineated 
with masterly touches. In fact, it appears as 
if Tamagno’s star was destined to eclipse 
Pat.i’s. 

Like most heroic tenors, there is some- 
thing of harshness in his tones at times, but 
his impassioned style, earnestness of pur- 
pose, and dramatic force make ample 
amends. 

At the close of the last scene the great ma- 
jority of the audience remained in their 
seats, applauding until the great tenor ap- 
peared before the curtain, when they rose 
and cheered him. It was a brilliant triumph 
for a noble artist won by mere force of ar- 
tistic merit, 

Mme. Bauermeister made a charming

CAPTURE OF THREE OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 


Important Arrests at Tacoma, Wash. 

Large Quantity of the Drug Captured. 

Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 11.—[Special.|—The 
most important capture of opium smuggiers 
ever made on the Pacific coast occurred to- 
day. Forseveral years the Sound country 
has been infested with.a gang of smugglers, 
and, although inspectors have been constant- 
ly on the alert, only a few have been capt- 
ured, and these were only “ stool pigeons ”’ 
for the leaders, 

Bill Easton, alias Black Bill, and Jack 
Powers, with a confederate named Fisher, a 
conductor on the Northern Pacific, are now 
in custody. Twenty-five hundred taels of 
opium, valued at 322.000, was found. For 
four weeks the prisoners have been on Vic- 
toria steamers trying to land the goods, and 
last week threw $1,500 worth of opium into 
the sound, where it was picked up by the 
officers. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC STRIKE STILL ox. 


No Freight-Trains Moving on the Cascade 
Division—A Discouraging Outlook. 


Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 11.—[Special. — The 


strike on the Cascade Division of the North- 
ern Pacific Rallroad has not been settled, 
though a conference was held today 
between a committee of strikers 
and Supt. Powell at Ellensburg. The 
men are confident of winning the 
battle, which has been on since last Sunday 
night.

Dinham’s mother, who is a widow and has

Dinham’s mother is Irish, as was his 
father, but the young man himself was born 
in America.

She made the acquaintance of young Din- 
ham while visiting her grandfather’s home- 
stead in New Rochelle, one of the hand- 
somest country places in Westchester 
County. 

For some time while she was in the con- 
vent at Montreal she kept up a correspond- 
ence with him. After she was graduated she 
made occasional visits to New Rochelle and 
Dinham managed to see her on every occa- 
sion. It is said that he confided to a few of 
his close companions the fact that he intend- 
ed to marry Miss Sickles. 

IT RAN IN. THE FAMILY. 

Miss Alta in eloping followed in the foot- 
steps of her eider sister, who ran away in 
Paris with a poor Southerner named Mc- 
Carthy in October, 1879. She was 20 years 
of age at the time and highly accom- 
plished. McCarthy was subsequently ar- 
rested in Paris on a charge of theft, 
some of the Sickles family jeweis being found 
in his possession. Through the efforts of 
United States Minister Noyes he was finally 
released on condition of leaving the country.

They are listening and all hanging on 
the words of Mr. Blaine, or David Hill, or Allen 
Thurman, orsome of those distinguished men 
who lead our political parties, and while they 
are huddled together then the pickpocket gets in 
his Work. 

Here is aman only 26 years old—ten years a 
thief—but, says the State’s Attorney, “He has 
never been in the penitentiary.’ It is not the 
fact of incarceration in the penitentiary that reu- 
ders a man intamous in the sight of his neighbor 
alone. It is not alone the incarceration 
in the penitentiary that makes him a man 
unworthy of belief. It is the fact 
of the lifè that he is leading; it is the fact of the 
crimes that he has committed, But the law is 
that if you object to it the only way you can 
prove it is by conviction. But im this case they 
could not object because of the question of mo- 
tive. But he confessed he is 4 felon. He con- 
fessed that he lived by felony.. He confesses 
that he has not drawn an bonest breath in ten 
years. He confeseses-that the sent that he sits on 
is a felon’s seat; that the breakfast that he eats 
is a felon's breakfast; that the bed upon which 
he sleeps is a felon's bed; that his associates are 
felons and that he lives with felons, and that he 
breathes the atmosphere of felony. And he is so 
infamous that even John C. Garrity, who keeps 
an infamous resort, feels in public the necessity 
of confessing that he, Garrity} is not the .asso- 
ciate of such fellows as Sampson.

ond a reasonable doutt it must be rejected.

They might not have been good 
friends, that is true. Judge Prendergast.and I 
belong to the same party; yet We are not good 
friends. Why should Dan Coughlin. harm 
Dr. Cronin? Cronin had never injured 
him. He could not have had any de- 
sire to injure or wrong Cronin, because 
Cronin had never ih any way wronged him. Men 
do not get up a desire to kill another man for 
nothing. There was no quartel between him 
and Cronin; no angry words had ever been 
passed between him and Cronin; Cronin never 
threatened to injure Coughlin in any way. The 
theory of the prosecution seems to be that this 
man galin, without any cause, without ever 
hearing a threat from the doctor against him, 
directly or indirectly, had a motive for killing 
Cronin so strong that he tried to get thieves to 
doit. Don’t you see that. is inconsistent witn 
human conduct, contrary to human experience? 
Don’t you see the whole thingis absurd; don't 
you see it is ridiculous?

MARTINSON OUGHT TO Bi ON TRIAL. 

Mr. Forrest then discussed the hauling of the 
furniture to the Carlson cottage by Martinson, 
the expressman, and said it was considered an 
indispensable part of the conspiracy. Yet Mar- 
tinson was not guilty in ee eye of the law. It 
he had been Michael: Shaunessy, an Irishman 
aud a member of Gemp 20, and had hauled the 
furniture, he would not be any more guilty. To 
consider him so would he dean jumping at a 
conclusion, even if be lied about it. 

Suppose the man that hired the cottage should 
be a man who took no pains to conceal his iden- 
tity. That wouid be something consistent with 
innocence. Suppose he took the son of the 
owner of the cottage into the place and said: 
„Look at the furniture.” That would 
be strange, would it not, if the man 
wanted a murder committeed there? Suppose 
be not only did that but he called for the beer 
and sat down and had a half-hour over the beer 
and talked it over. Suppose he always went 
there iu daylight; that would tend to show that 
he was not acting in secret, and was not tryin 
to conceal his identity and conceal himself at all, 
It is all consistent with innocence. You must 
see it. They saw it, and hence the box trick and 
the shirt trick. They saw it and they knew that 
that circumstance, standing alone, was consist- 
ent with innocence, because you cduld not show 
beyond a reasonable doubt, even though the doc- 
tor was killed there, either that he killed him, 
knew that he was to be killed there, or that the 
cottage was hired there for that purpose. 

O, But they say he fled, Who told you he fied? 
They say he was foundin Winnipeg. Does that 
show flight? Martin Burke leaves here May 9%. 
He had n out of work and he leaves here and

He 
is arrested and taken before a _ police- 
man, and the policeman says to him: “Is 
that your name?’ “No, it is not my name.“ 
Wat is your name?” My name is Martin 
Burke.“ Where do you live!“ “Chicago.” 
‘*“Whereabouts in Chicago?“ Erie and Sedg- 
wick.” “Whom doyou know?’ »The saloon- 
Keeper on the corner of the street (giving the 
name of the street) and two other gentiemen, 
whose names I can’t now recall.“ He gave three 
names and told where he lived. “ Where have 
you come from?” “ From Chicago. I worked 
my way up here.“ What did you leave there 
for?’ “ Because two men were watching me.“ 
Is there any proof that two men were watching 
him in connection with this case? Now, don't 
you see that the man concealed nothing. 

Take itfor granted, for the sake of the argu- 
ment, that Dr. Cronin was kilied in the Carlson 
cottage; believe everything they have proved 
with reference to Martin Burke, and you do not 
know from the proof in the case whether he 
knewof the scheme or not. There is no proof 
that he killed him; there is no proof that he as- 
sisted in killing him. Will you guess he could? 
He suys that he could not. Surely anything that 
Joan get out of one of those witnesses in my ta- 
vor ought to be taken as true, for they are will- 
ing enough. So it stands that no humun being 
has given in this court one word of cre dible evi- 
dence tending to show what Martin Burke was 
there at the cottage May 4. 

PERFURMANCE BY THE CARLSONS. 

Now, geatiemen of the jury, you told me you 
would not convict a man without proof, and I 
ask you where you will find any proof that Mar- 
tin Burke struck the doctor? t he killed the 
doctor in any way? that he rented the cottage 
knowing that. the doctor was to be killed there?

COREA MUST KEEP HER ENGAGEMENTS. 
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Secretary Blaine Writes an Interesting Let- 
ter to the Consul at Seoul. 

Wasuinotox, D. C.. Dec. 11.—Senator 
Cockreil of Missouri received a letter from 
Secretary of State Blaine yesterday in re- 
gard to the case of the three Americans who 
left this country about a year ago to take 
service under the King of Corea, and who 
were summarily dismissed a few days ago. 

Mr. Blaine in his letter to Mr. Cockrell 
states that ne has cabled and since sent writ- 
ten instructicns to the American Consul Gen- 
eral at Seoul, Corea, ordering him to insist 
in the name of this Government that the 
King snali faithfully carry out every con- 
tract he has made with Col. Cummins and his 
companions, These ntlemen on enter- 
ing the Corean service did not renounce 
their American citizenship. They undertook 
to teach the Corean soldiers how to be real 
soidiers from an American standpoint and to 
introduce into other branches of the Corean 
Government American notions of progress 
and civilization. The Corean nobility, who 
saw their ancient prerogatives threatened, 
combined against the Americans and finally 
succeeded in ousting them. 


WANT THE FAIR HELD AT CHICAGO. 


A Declaration by the Illinols State Grange 
—Other Work of the Convention. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 11.—[Special. |—The 
most important feature of today’s session of 
the Illinois State Grange was a declaration 
in favor of Chicago as the proper place to 
hold the World’s Fair. Resolutuons were

$2,000 pavabie within two years after his death 
and was designed to endow the G. D. Colton 
scholarship, the condition attached to the note 
being that the avails of this scholarship should 
be appropriated only to students who hold the 
doctrines expressed in the Congregational creed 
as set forth in Art. V., Sec. 2, of the constitution 
of the Chicago Theological Seminary.” The heirs 
do not think that they are bound to pay the note. 
The seminary has brought suit against the es- 
tate.

-FUNERAL OF THE CONFEDERATE 


CHIEFTAIN AT AKW ORLEANS. 


Followed by a Procession Three Miles in 
— Length the Body Is Conveyed to Me- 
tairle Cemetery and Placed in the 
Tomb of the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia — Imposing Exercises — Business 
Generally Suspended Throughout the 
Southern States. 

New Orieans, La, Dec. 11.—[Special. }|— 
The grandest funeral that has ever taken 
place in the South was that of the dead Con- 
federate President today. All New Orleans 


and thousands of visitors from other South- 


ern cities saw the pageant. The cortége was 
more than three miles long. 

The day was an idealone. It was bright 
and balmy and fracrant with the perfume of 
flowers, and it seemed as if May bad spread 
over the year and spring had determined on 
being perennial. Not even a cloud darkened 
the sky during the day, and the air was still 
as became a day of death. The city had put 
on her mourning garb. Along every street 
the houses were draped in black and white 
and purple. Along Canal street the drapery 
reached from the roofs of the high business 
buildings almost to the street. Miles away 
from the central portion of the city there 
were residences bearing the ensign of grief. 
On the road to the cemetery there were mod- 
est little hamlets, and even these were hid- 
den behind the drapery of death. 


JEFFERSON DAVIS. 

The ceremonies were unavoidably delayed 
until after 12 o’clock. Entrance to the mort- 
uary chamber was denied residents of the erty 
today, but many hundreds of strangers, in- 
ciuding the visiting military companies, took 
a last view of the face of the dead states- 
man. Atnoon the casket was conveyed to 
the portico of the city-hell and the reiigious 
services held. 

Mrs. Davis, her daughter, Mrs. Hayes, 
and Mr. J. U. Payne, Mr. Davis’ 
companion and friend did not 
leave their carriage, but remained

The Contract System of Educating the In- 
dians Sustained. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Dec. 11.— (Special. |—Re- 
plying to the charge that Catholics generally 
are opposing Indian Commissioner Morgan 
because of his contemplated policy to se- 
cure the withdrawal of Government money 
aid from tne sectarian and so-called con- 
tract schools,” Archbishop Ireland said 
tonight: .“I. certainly am decidedly op- 
posed to Morgan’s policy in the wmat- 
ter of Indian schools, and so is Presi- 
dent Harrison, according to his late 
message. The President states that what- 
ever may be the outcome of Indian schools 
for the present the denominational or con- 
tract schoole will be cordially and complete- 
ly sustained. Morgan undertook to wipe out 

e denominational or contract schools, 

hich the several churches for the last fif- 
teen years, at the invitation of successive 
Indian Commissioners, have been establisa- 
ing. It is wrong to say these schools are main- 
tained by Government money. They are main- 
tained by the money of the Indians, which they 
have a right to apply as they think best in 
the matter of education. In this matter of 
Indian schools the Catholics do not stand 
alone. Bishop Whipple of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Minnesota writes that he does not 
believe it possible for the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs to provide for the education 
of Indian children without the aid of the 
contract system.“ 


RESULT OF THE “ROASTING PROCESS.” 


A Swindle Similar to the Electric Sugar 
Fraud Worked in Kansas. 

ASHLAND, Kas., Dec. 11.—Further investi- 
gation into the operations of the American 
Sugar company shows that the recently ex- 
posed frauds were more extensive in this 
county than was as first intimated. The 
company erected a mill at Minneola and 
asked the six surrounding townships each to 
vote $15,000 in bonds for its support 
that the sorghum industry might be given 
a good start in that vicinity. The bonds 
were voted, but had not been delivered when 
the exposure was made. The President of 
the company, A. H. Hamilton of Meade Cen- 
ter, Kas., claims that the extraordinary 
product of the mili resulted from what he 
defined as the roasting” ‘process, the se- 
cret of which he refused to divuige. 
In reality refined sugar was mixed 
with the sorghum sirup and the 
combination palmed off on the farmers as a 
product of sorghum cane. The farmers 
were delighted with the result and willingly 
voted the aid asked for. Secretary Mohler 
of the State Board of Agricuiture started 
from Topeka today to make a thorough ex- 
amination of tne operations of the company 
and see whatcan be done in the way of in- 
stituting legal proceedings. 


AFTER THE CONSPIRATORS, 


The Austrian Consul at Pittsburg Collect- 
ing Evidence lu an Interesting Case. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Dec. 11.—[Special |—Con- 
sul Max Schamberg, stationed in this city, is 
in daily expectation of instructions from the 
Government of Gaheia to collect evidence 
and probably forward witnesses to be used in 
the great conspiracy trial nowin progress 
there. Over 800 Government officials are im- 
plicated, being charged with making com- 
mon cause with certain steamship and rail- 
way lines in forcing subjects of the Emperor 
of Austria to emigrate to the United States 
and with having received a boaus for each 
emigrant transported by those lines. Of 
about 35,000 men, women, and children, rang- 
ing in age from 60 years down to infancy, 
who were thus driven out of the land of their 
birth, in many instances literally at the point 
of the sword or with the club, over 15,000 
have come to Pittsburg during the last two 
years and are now largely employed in the 
coke region. Anton Cazadon, who was thus 
sold into America, today bought a ticket for 
his European home. He and fifty otner vil- 
lagers were accused of high treason, the pun- 
ishment of which is death, but were magnan- 
imously told that if they would leave for 
America within a week the authorities would 
be satistied.

IRUS COY’S LAME DEFENSE. 

There appeared yesterday in Mr. irus Coy’s 
two organs—the Jnter-Ocean and the Times, 
one so-called Democratic and the other al- 
leged Republican, but both loyal to the Steck- 
Yards monopoly—a pretended explanation of 
Mr. Coy’s vote tor the infambus Lake-Front 
steal of 1809. That measure was branded as 
a steal by every Chicago paper at the time of 
its passage and ever since. Even the Hiter- 
Ocean, which has gathered up the Stock- 
Yards attorney into its bosom, says the 
Lake-Front act was a steul and declares that 
the property it sought to purloin from the 
city must always be preserved for park pur- 
poses.

The first weak point in the shuffing, 
evasive statement of Coy is, that he says 
nothing about the nub and pith of tne bill,

forty now, to the Illinois Central. That 
bill gave the road the land for two-thirds of 
a mile out from shore and for a frontage of a 
mile. Of this feature of the act, for which 
the Illinois Central chiefly cared, the evasive 
Coy says nothing. He dodges it as if it had 
the small-pox.

This is a web of falsehoods. Chicago had 
title to the two blocks north of Madison de- 
rived from the General Govérnment for com- 
mon or park purposes. The State had no 
title to them and never pretended. to have 
any: Thecity haa the title to the block be- 


Ftween Madison and Monroe for park pur- 


poses, and the property south of it from the 
Canal Commissioners for the same purposes, 
The State did not thenclaii it, ana Judges 
Harlan and Blodgett of the United States 
gourt have since decided that the State was 
not entitled to it. All that the bill did, as re- 
gards the land south of Monroe to which the 
city had title, was to empower it to sell it and 
use the proceeds for park purvoses. The city 
did not want to sell it, and m determined that 
it will always have a park there, 

The bill which Coy misstates and defends 
tried to force the city to sell for half price 
landto which the State had no title, and 
provided that if the city would not give a 
deed the roads might be released from all 
but the first payment of $200,000. Those are 
the facts.

SON DAVIS. 1 

Maj. Jones, the Georgia ex-Confederate 

who edits the St. Louis Republic, makes the 

singular assertion that in his refusal to 


„base himself by asking“the clemency of 
„the victorious Government Jefferson Davis 
“rendered a great service to the country 
% and checked the Republican centralizing 
“tendency which would otherwise have been 
The Major thus proceeds to ex- 
pound his remarkable conception : 


Under these circumstances had Mr. Davis set 
the example of surrendering everything, repudi- 
ating all past confessions of political faith, and 
accepting the dogma that because the South 
was wrong in one thing it was wrong in all, a 
tremendous and fatal impetus would have been 
given to that tendency to centralized Gov- 
ernment which had gained so strong a hold 
upon the North under the insidious plea of 
“military necessity,” and of which the Re- 
publican party was eager te take advan- 
tage for the solidifying and  perpetuat- 
ing of its own power. is inflexible and un- 
bending attitude of protest first challenged at- 
tention, then compelled thought, and then in- 
spired in his people a consistent policy of Consti- 
tutional resistance. Under his teaching and 
through the force of his example the uth 
awakenedto the fact that all was not lost with 
the Lost Cause“; and within the Union, under 
the Constitution, it has successfully fought the 
battle that has brought the country back to sub- 
stantial compliance with the oid doctrines that 
the States have certain reserved rights; that in 
the exercise of those rights they cannot be le- 
galiy interfered with by the Federal Govern- 
ment; and that the Federal Government is one 
of iimited and defined powers, 


Had Jefferson Davis followed the example 
of Alexander Stephens and the Confeder- 
ate leaders in general in asking a restora- 
tion of citizenship he might have. ex- 
ercised some wholesome iafiuence on public 
affairs, and have .done something to 
basten conciliation of tne sections. Ob- 
stinately refusing to ask. the removal of his 
political disabilities he deprived himself ot 


| influence and set an example which few ex- 


Confederates could be persuaded to imitate. 

While Toombs and Jefferson Davis stood 
out ex-Confederates by thousands and tens 
of thousands sought and received fullrestora- 
tion to citizenship from the Republican Ad- 
ministrations. As far back as 1876 there 
were only 700 men in the same class with 
Davis, and who had not been pardoned. 
With some of these the failure to apply arose 
from oversight or negiect rather than a 
deliberate and unyielding aetermination not 
to ask or accept anything from the National 
Government. For instance, when Lawton 
was nominated by Cleveland as Minister to 
Russia and it was found his disabilities had 
not been removed, he seized the first oppor- 
tunity to make application and secure a 
restoration of political rights. Only an in- 


+-gignificaat number of ex-Confederates fol- 


lowed the example of Jefferson Davis. 

The metes and bounds within which the 
policy of réconstruction had to be confined 
were fixed, not by Jefferson Davis nor by 
anybody under his influence or control, but 
by the Supreme Court of the United States. 
In cases where Congress went too far it was 
the Supreme Court that called the halt. That 
tribunal set aside part of the Civil-Rights 
bill and modified materially the interpreta- 
tion which Congress had put on the, war 
amendments te the Constitution. Uphold- 
ing the doctrine of nationality and repudiat- 
ing the State sovereignty dogma, the Su- 
preme Court affirmed the validity of recon- 
struction of the seceding and conquered 
States and at the same time carefully pre- 
vented any interierence with the proper and 
constitutional rights of those Stutes when 
restored to the Union. These rulings were 
made beforé there was a Lamar on the 
bench. The Justices were, with one excep- 
tion, anti-slavery Republicans—Nationalists 
of tne Webster schooi of constitutional in- 
terpretation—nevertheless they would not 
permit Congress to overstep the line which 
they drew between national and State au- 
thority. So far as a limit or check was put 
to the reconstruction legisiation of Congress 
the work was performed and the decisions 
rendered by the Sup-eme Court, eight of 
whom were sound Republicans, and not by 
Jefferson Davis or any one under his influ- 
ence. 


MORMONISM IN THE TERRITORIES. 

Tue TRIBUNE has already printed the sub- 
stance of an important letter showing the 
rapid growth of the Mormon coloniesin Ari- 
zona, the extension of their political influ- 
ence, and the dangerous degree of control 
they have secured over the public-school 
system of that Territory. The ulterior pur- 
pose of the Mormonsis clear enough. They 
propose to hold the balance of power in Ari 
zona when it is admitted into the Union and 
thus compel the Democrats to go with them 
or lose their control and in this way secure 
in time possession of the new State. This 
is the problem that confronts Congress. 
How can the Mormon conspiracy be 
thwarted? 

There is a clear solution of the problem, 
and one which under the circumstances be- 
comes necessary—namely: the reuniting of 
New Mexico and Arizona, which should never 
have been divided, and their admission as one 
State some time in the future. The popula- 
tion of New Mexico is mostly composed of 
Spanish and Indian Roman Catholics who 
are not believers in Mormonism and never 
will be. Mormonism has never affected the 
Roman Catholic Church nor made any 
converts from within its pale. If Ari- 
zona and New Mexico therefore were 
reunited and admitted as one State 
it would be a long time before 
Mormonism could get control. It is doubtful, 
indeed, whether it would ever do so, as it 
would be bitterly antagonized by the New 
Mexican Roman Catholics. It would prob- 
ably become a Democratio but not a Mormon 
State, but in that case the Republicans would 
hold the balance of power. 

The Mormons are grasping for Idaho as 
weil as Arizona and already have large num- 
bers of Mormon farmers’ in tne southern 
parts of the Territory, access to which is easy 
from Salt Lake and Northern Utah. There 
is a large and growing element ot this kind 
along the streams from which irrigation can 
be obtained. It is already becomitig a serious 
question what todo with them, as they al- 
ready cast thousands of votes, and how to 
check their disioyal purposes. Idaho is the 
second new State which they hope to control 
and govern. There are too many Gentiles in 
it to refuse its admission when its population 
is sufficient, but by that time there will be 
the danger that the Mormons will be strong 
enough to control it. If Utah were attached 
to Nevada, which is far short of population 
for a State, that annexation would not solve 
the Mormon problem, because Nevada would 
speedily become Mormonized. If any way 
were found to irrigate Nevada the Saints 
would speedily have control of it. 

The best method, perhaps, for the rescue 
of Idaho from the ensuing clutch of the Mor- 
mons would be to divide it in three parts, 
giving the pan-handie to Washington, 
tne east half of the remainder 
to Wyoming, which would expedite the ad- 
mission of the latter into the Union, and the 
west half to Oregon. Thus Arizona and 
Idaho can be saved in the manner here indi- 
cated from becoming Mormon States. Utah 
must still be left to future consideration. 
The most practical method thus far suggest- 
ed is to give the east half of Utah to Colorado 
and tne west half to Nevada. Colorado 
would speedily and effectually take care of 
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effectually take possession of Nevada and 
then carry on polygamy under the shield of 
State authority. thorough and effective 
manner in which the Mormons are colonizing 


‘the Territories: adjacént to Utah calls for 


prompt consideration by Congress. It will 
be wise if it does not wait for the evil to 
grow, as in the case of Utah. It will be 
easier to save those Territories now and 
crush out Mormon colonizing than it will be 


a few years hence, : 


THE BOSTON MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 
The Republicans of Boston, reinforced b 
the opponents of the Democratic ring which 
obtained control a few years ngo and set up 
a Tammany Hall in that city, have won a 
notable victory in the reélection of Mayor 
Hart day before yesterday by over 5,100 ma- 
jority, and in securing the control of both 
branches of the Council, the popular one by 
nearly two to one. The issue was squarely 
made, The machine Democracy was de- 
termined to fasten its grip upon the munici- 
pality in its every department and to oust an 
administration which during the last year 
has shown itself to be capable, economical, 
and trustworthy. The Republican party, of 
course, was solidly arrayed against them, 


but of itself could have accomplished noth- 


ing, for Boston is a Democraticcity. The 
American Democrats, however, that are 
prominent business-men cared nothing for 
the local politics involved, but did care a 
great deal about taxation and business inter- 
ests, and, viewing with distrust the efforts of 
the gang to get possession, sided with the 
Republicans for anower year of honest gov- 
ernment. The English free trade Demo- 
crats, the mugwumps, and some Irish Demo- 
crats who have property interests at stake 
also joined the combination. In addition to 
all this tae aggressions which have been 
made upon the puolio-school system to en- 
hance denominational interests have aroused 
unusual feeling and probably been felt to 
Republican advantage. 

Such is the combination which has given 
the Republicans not only the Mayoralty but 
the complete control of the city government 
for the first time since the days when Boston 
was an American city. The great victory 
was further expedited by the ballot law 
passed by the iast Legislature and based 
upon the Australian method, which not only 
makes it possible for a man to vote for whom 
he pleases without its being known, but also 
makes it impossible to control his vote. It is 
evident that many Democrats took refuge 
behind this admirable system and thus were 
enabled to vote their real sentiments and 
help the Republicans save the city from fall-

The Microbe of Electricity—A Mystery. 

With all the paraphernaliaof the modern pbys- 
ical and electricai laboratory, the instruments of 

that will handle a mililonth of an inch 
as readily as a laborer his pick and shovel; with 
all the evolution going ou through generations 
of scientists, and the almost incessant wresting 
of secrets from the bosom of Nature, we doubt if 
science is any closer to the isolation or avtenua- 
tion of the microbe of the magnet. It is absurd 
to suppose that a primary energy is im- 
pressed upon a piece of hardened steel 
once for all. The transfer of that en- 
ergy into actual work would destroy the mas- 
netic power, yet such a destruction not only does 
not take place, but the very exercise of the pow- 
er strengtnens the magnet. A horseshoe of steel 
may be magnetized in ten seconds by the current 
of a few ampéres from a battery—a ridiculously 
small amount of energy ali told—and such mag- 
net can lift many pounds of iron in contact. But 
without contact it may lift and hold a pound of 
iron easily. It will hold that pound for an eter- 
nity, and every second of that time without end 
tne magnet is expending ene until it foots up 
an almost inconceivable of actual power. 
Not alone that, but the magnet of one pound lift- 
ing power today may and will be stronger to- 
morrow, 

Where does all this really tremendous amount 
of r come from! y what inscrutable 
process does the mere magnetization of a bar of 
steel make of ita machine for the transforma- 
tion of energy? Nota reactionary or storage 
device, which, like a steel spring, honestly gives 
back approximately ali it has received, but a 
perpetual transform or converting ma- 
chine. There is a hidden process going 
on of some kind; energy is g0 into 
the magnet all the time it. is doing 
work—energy in some form. Where does it come 
from—gravity? atmosphere! solar rays? earth 
currents? Who can say’ It is a great problem, 
worthy of a life-time of indefatigable research. 
It is a microbe, and it will be discovered, and the 
discovery will make electricity the queen of 
nature’s forces, and steam will become a dim 
vision of the dark ages of the past.—Z/lectircal 
Review.

Chief Justice took his place facing a gather- 
ing representing nearly ail the civilized na- 
tions of tne earth. The judicial robes and 
the clear-cut features of Mr. Fuller made the 
comparison of an Episcopahan Bishop in the 
pulpit inevitable. om his seat in front 
Justice Miller smiled approvingly, as though 
he were encouraging a promis pupil to go 
on. The Chief Justice in beginning kept 
closely to the printed pages before him. 
There was no striking phrase in the intro- 
duction, nor was any rhetorical effect needed 
to rivet the attention of his hearers. For a 
moment the voice of the orator was some- 
what strainea, but it was only long enough 
to test the measure of his vocal strength in 
the hall. Once tested the modulation was 
perfect, ana for the hour that followed not 
a word of the oration was lost. Ex- 
Speaker Carlisle leaned forward with hand 
to ear from force of habit, and not 
from any difficulty in understanding, Sena- 
tor Ingalls, his vis-A-vis, sat straight and 
once in a while whispered a comment to Sen- 
ator Allison. Presideut Harrison was an at- 
tentive listener and followed every sentence. 
Secretary Blaine looked refiectively and di- 
vided bis interest between the subject mat- 
ter and the orator’s manner. Henry Cabot 
Lodge, possibly the future historian of the 
event, assumed to look indiffereut when Mr. 


Fuller quoted in ee os terms from 
his Washington.” here was spontaneous 
appiause when he spoke of the empire of the 
future which Washington sought to found 
as in obedience to a heavenly vision. The 
ringing declaration that the country 
which had won its independence vy 
tne sword must not become a make- 
weight in Europe’s balance of power sharply 
drew attention to the utterances of Wash- 
ington from which the orator was getting 
bis inspiration, and prepared the way for 
the clear definivon of international policy 
which he was about to give. No false deli- 
cacy arising from the presence of the repre- 
sentauves of monarchical governments pre- 
vented him from emphasizing the depth of 
the feeling which prevailed on this subject 
in the republic of which Washington 
dreamed. When Mr. Fuller spoke of the 
policy of non interference and the solution 
of great questions of the future President 
Harrison unconsciously nodded bis approval. 
The reference to the Pan-American Congress 
was at once graceful and happy; The tew of 
the delegates to that congress who do not 
understand English werd quickly made 
aware by their English speaking colleagues 
of what was said, and they showed a prompt 
appreciation of it. : 

In discussing the events of the present gen- 
eration Mr. Fuller showed the tact of a pol- 
ished orator. The name of Lincoln conjured 
up the memory of charity for political sins, 
and the suggestions drawn from the Civil 
War were well received. What he said of 
solidarity without centralization no one 
would care to dispute, and it got a round of 
generous applause. Ex-Speaker Carlisle’s 
enthusiasm broke out again when Mr. Fuller 
sought to emphasize the lesson that the peo- 
ple should support the Government—not the 
Government support tne ge Some of 
the foreign Ministers might not have in- 
dorsed the sentiment that the perfectibility 
or man is bound up in republcan institu- 
tions, vet it was the undercurrent which 
all that Mr. Fuller had 
to say of the lessons which were to 
be drawn from a century of republican gov- 
ernmeat. His confident belief that the new 
century would be entered Upog with the op- 
timism essential to.great ends found an echo 
not simply among his own = countrymen, for 
Sir Julian Pauncefote applauded this senti- 
ment R In bis peroration Mr. Ful- 
ler rose to his loftiest heights of eloquence. 
As the Chief Justice ener back to his seat 
the hearty applause which was heard testi- 
fied how deep the impression was that he had 
made. . Secretary: Blaine’ gave him a con- 

ratulatory grasp of. the hand, and, borrow- 
ng the printed copy for a moment, ran his 
eve back to a paragraph which had especially 
pleased him. Justice Miller also testified his 
pleasure, and President Harrison, as soon as 
the opportunity offered, went over to Mr, 
Fulier and added his meed of praise. The

CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER’S ADDRESS. 

Among other things in the course of his 
adaress Justice Fuller said: 

By the terms of that section of the act of Con- 
gress under which we have assembled “in fur- 
ther commemoration of the historic event of the 
inauguraton of the first President of the United 
States. George Washington.“ the 80th of April. 
A. D. 1889, was declared a national holiday, and 
in the noble city where that event took place its 
centennial anniversary has been celebrated with 
@ magnificence of speech and song, of multitudi- 
nous assembly, and of naval, military, and civi> 
display, accompanied by every manifestation of 
deep love of country. of profound devotion to its 
institutions, and of intense appreciation of the 
virtues and services of,that illustrious man, 
whose assumption of the Chief Magistracy gave 
the assurance of the successful setting in motion 
of the new government. 

So slowly did the new government get under 
way that the first Wednesday of March, the day 
designated for the Senate and House to assem- 
ble, came and went, andit was not until the ist 
of April that the House obtained a quorum, and 
not until the 6th that the Electoral vote was 
counted in joint convention. 

An opposition so intense and bitter as that 
which had existed to the adoption of the Consti- 
— — could not reauily die out, and the antago- 
nisms which lay at its base were as old as human 
nature, 

Jealousies existed between the smaller and the 
larger, between tae agricultural and the com- 
mercial States, and these were rendered the 
keener by the rivalries of personal ambition. 
The fear of arbitrary power took particular form 
in reference to the Presidential office, which had 
been fashioned in view of the personal govern- 
ment of George the Third rather than on the type 
of monarchy of the English system as it was in 
principle. and as it is in fact. 

But no fear, no jealousy, could be entertained 
of him who had indignantly repelled the sugges- 
tion of the bestowal ot kingly’ power; who had 
unsheathed the sword with reluctance and laid it 
down with joy; who had never sought official 


position, but accepted public office as a public 
trust, in deference to so, unanimous a demand 
for his services as to convince him’of their neces- 
sity; .whose patriotism embraced the whole 
country, the future grandeur of which his 
prescience foresaw. 

Of the future greatness of the new nation Wash- 
ington had no doubt. He saw. as if face to face, 
that continental domain which glimmered to 
others as through a glass darkly. The Great 
West was no sealed book to him, and no one 
knew better than he that no foreign power could 
long control the flow of the Father of Waters to 
the gulf. 

He is said to have lacked imagination, and if 
the exhilaration of the poet, the mystic, or the 
seer is meant this may be true. His mind was 
not given to induigence in dreams of ideal com- 
monwealths lke the republic of Plato or of 
Cicero, the City of God of Augustine, or the Uto- 
pia of Sir Thomas More, but it grasped the 
mighty fact of the empire of the future, and acted 
in obedience to the heavenly vision. But the 
question was. Could that empire be realized and 
controlled by the people within its vast bounda- 
ries in the exercise of self-government? Could 
the conception of a central government, operat- 
ing directly upon citizens who at the same time 
were subject to the jurisdiction of their several 
States, be carried into practical working opera- 
tion so as to reconcile imperial sWay with local 
independence? 

While the general genius of the Government 

as thoroughly permeated with the ideas of free- 

om in obedience, yet time was needed to com- 
mend the form in which it was for che future to 
exert itself. Hence administration in the first 
insta required accommodation as well as ad- 


herence to the letter. and prudence and concilia-. 


tion as well as firmness. The Cabinet of the 
first President illustrates his sense of the nature 
of the exigency. . 

As to appointments generally Washington did 
not recognize the rule of party rewards for party 
work, although when party opposition became 
clearly defined he wrote Pickering that to 
“bring a man into any office of con- 
sequence knowingly whose political tenets 
are adverse to the Measures which 


the general Government is pufsuing,” would 


be, in his opinion, “a sort of political suicide.” 
To integrity and capacity as qualifications for 
at ot marked emi-

Washington had never permitted his public 
action to be influenced by personal affection or 
personal hostility, and in urging the avoidance 
of political connections or personal -alliances 
with any portion of the foreign world, he cbar- 
acteristically condemned indulgence in an invet- 
erate antipathy towards particular nations and a 

assionate attachment for others, while observ- 
ing good faith and non towards all. In the lapse 
of years international relations have been con- 
stantiy assuming larger importance with the 
growth of the country and the world and the in- 
creasing nearness of intercommunication. It is 
matter of congratulation that tne first year of 
our second century witnesses the representa- 
tives of the three Americas engaged in the et- 
fort to increase the facilities of commercial in- 
tercourse. consulting the natural course of 
things, diffusing and diversifying by gentle 
means the streams of intercourse, but forcing 
wider success in which must knit closer the 
ties of fraternal friendship and bring the peoples 
of the two American continents into harmonious 
‘control of the hemisphere. 

The departing statesman dwells with insist- 
ence, on the grounds both of interest and sensi- 
bility, upon the paramount importance of the 
Union and of that unity of government which 
makes of those who live under it one people and 
one nation, and will, he hopes, induce all its 
citizens, whether by birth or choice, to glory in 
the name, American.“ What Washington 
wanted, as Lodge’s fine biography makes en- 
tirely clear, was, that the people should become 
saturated with the principles of national unit 
and love of country, should possess an Ameri- 
can character,“ should never forget that they 
were Americans.“ Hence he opposed educa- 
tion abroad, lest our youth might contract princi- 

les unfriendly to republican government; and 

iscouraged immigration, except of those who 
by “an intermixture with our people,” could 
themselves, or their descendauts, get asssimi- 
lated to our customs, measures, and laws; ina 
word, soon become one people.“ 

Finally, the country is warned against the 
banefal effects of the spirit of party as the worst 
enemy of governments of the popular form. 
Franklin wrote that all great affairs are carried 
on by a. but that as soon as a party has 
gained its general point, each member becomes 
intent u his particular interest; that few in 
public affairs act from a mere view of the good 
of their country, and fewer still with a view to 
the good of mankind. 

Parties based on diffetent opinions as to the 
principles on which the Government is to be 
conducted must necessarily exist. To them we 
look for that activity in the advocacy of oppos- 
ing views; that watchfulness over the assertion 
of authority; that keen debate as to the course 
most conducive to well-being; essential to the 
successful growth of popular institutions. 

With the increase of population and wealth 
ana power, with the spoils of office dependent 
upen the elections, with vast interests affected 
by legislation, asin the care and disposition of 
public property, the raising of public revenue, 
che grant or regulation of corporate powers, and 
mono ic combinations, the danger is that 
corruption, always insidious, always aggressive, 
and always dangerous to popular government, 
will control party machinery to effect its ends, 
tempt public men into accepting favors at its 
hahds by taking office purchased by its influence, 
and flourish in rank luxuriance under the shelter 
of asystem which confounds tne honest and the 
patriotic with the cunning and the profligate. 
An intelligent public opinion ceases to exist 
when it cannot assert itself, and great measures 
and great principles are lost when elections da- 
generate into the mere registration of the de- 
crees of selfishness and greed. 

Whenever party spirit becomes so intense as 
to compass such results it will have reached the 
height denounced by Washington and will realize 
in the action it dictates the terrible definition of 
despotic government: en the savages wish 
4 8 fruit they cut down a tree and pluck the

To this people, who from four have become 
seventy millions in the passage of their first cent- 
ury, to reach by the close of the second, per- 
haps. seven hundred millions, with resources 
whieh can feed and clothe and render happy more 
than twice that number, the solution of grave 
problems is com mitted. 

How shall the evils of municipal government, 
the poverty, the vice engendered by the aispro- 
portionate growth of urban populations, be dealt 
with as that growth continues? How shall im- 
migration be regulated so that precious institu- 
tions may not be threatened by too large an in- 
flux of those lacking in assimilative power and 
incMination? How shall the full measure of duty 
towards that race, to which in God's providence 
this country has been so long a bome, be dis- 
charged so that participation in common biess- 
ings and in the exercise of common rights may 
lead to and rest upon equal education and intel- 
ligence? How shall monopoly be checked, and 
the pressure of accumuiation yield to that equit- 
able distribution, which shall “undo excess. and 
each man have enough”? How shall the individ- 
ual be held to the recognition of bis responsibil- 
ity for government. and to meet the demand of 
public obligations? How shall corruption in pri- 
vate and public life be eradicated?

Was Grant Sarprised at Shiloh? 

At the last meeting of the Loyal Legion Gen. 
John B. Sanborn related some interesting war 
reminiscences which have never been published, 
but form a valuable contribution to the history 
of the battle of Shiloh. They relate to the cause 
of Gen. Grant’s army being surprised by the ene- 
my on the morning of the first day of the battle, 
and the facts were told to Gen. Sanborn by Gen. 
McPherson, then chief of Grant's staff. Word 
kept arriving from the pickets of the gradual ad- 
vance of rebels in considerable numbers, and 
the question that arose was whether it was 
merely a small force or a general advance of 
Beauregara’s army. Gens. Grant and Sherman 
were in consultation the previous night on this 
subject, McPherson, of course, being present. 
Sherman thought it was a general advance, this 
opinion being based on the pickets’ reports, but 
Grant could hardly believe that, thinking it 
scarcely possible that Beauregard, with his 
splendid military education, would engage in 
battle there when the chances were so much 
more in his favor at 
was finally decided to consult Gen. C. 
F. Smith, then lying sick in a vessel on the 
river, he being regarded as the most experienced 
officer at this time. The reports of the pickets 
were repeated to him, and after a full discussion 
he expressed the belief that it was perfectly ab- 
surd to suppose that Beauregard would make his 
iam attack there. Relying on that they re- 
turned to camp, but were not altogether satis- 
fied. Contrary to expectations, however, it was 
the main attack. I never heard any expiana- 
tion,“ said Gen. Sanborn, “why Beauregard did 
this, but he probably made the move because it 
Was an unmilitary thing, and was therefore un- 
expected,” — cf. Paul Pioneer- Press.

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MARANHAO. Brazil, Dec. Ill arrived at 
St. Luiz de Maranhao this morning, 400 miles 
from Para. I found the place in @ re- 
pressed state of excitement. There had 
been fighting between the Imperialists 
and Republicans immediately after 
the dethronement of Dom Pedro 
and Nov. 28 the excitement grew. so great 
that the military fired on the people, seventy 
of whom were kilied. The attempt to create 
a revolt was undoubtedly the work of the 
Imperialists and the Portuguese. 

Maranhao is naturally inclined to royalism. 
It is the fourth city of the empire and the 
capital of the rich and important province of 
the same name. 

The 22 is well to do and the Portu- 
guese, who feel an interest in the upholding 
of the royal and imperial system, made an im- 

rtant element in it. A large number of 

ortuguese colonists‘ too, land here. The 
Brazilian population does not amount toover 
one-third of the city. At present the city is 
quiet so far as concerns actual disturbances, 
out there is stil much going on, and serious 
trouble is likely to occur if the Imperialists 
and the Portuguese ist in refusing to 
acknowledge the altered condition of affairs. 

From ali I can hear there have been in- 
numerable petty attempts of the imperialists 
to make disturbances throughout the prov- 
ince of Maranhao, but nothing serious enough 
to place the future of the Republic in danger. 

The Daily Globe of Maranhao is defending 
earnestly the cause of the Republic. Fran- 
cisco de Paulo Duarte Belfote, its editor, has 
tried to speak at meetings, but has been 
cried down. Most of the rich men 
are leaning towards conservatism, and are 
the hope of the imperialists. One of the 
leaders of these is the Baron de Guahy,a 
member of the late Chamber of Deputies 
and one of the greatest millionaires in Brazil, 
and said to be in consultation with the con- 
servative leaders in Bahia, Maranhao, and 
Ceara, where the cause of Dom Pedro is 
strongest.

Complications arise in some cases 
which make it more serious. In other large 
stores it prevails to an extent equal to that in 
the Louvre.

*specters, but ghosts are common enough in 
the legends of the ancient castles of Europe. 
Not so the mystery of the Strathmores. That 
is sui generis; it is incomprenensible 
and weird and strange to the last degree. 
It defies conjecture: and as the secret 28 
jealously guarded by the family it naturally 
is beyond investigation. The story, as re- 
lated to me by a Scottish gentleman the 
other day (my informant is well acquainted 
with the Lyon family), is thoroughly weil 
known—that is, so much of it as bas ever 
leaked out. It is simply as follows: The 
day that Lord Glamis, the heir to the Karl- 
dom of Strathmore, attains his * 
he is initiated by the Earl himself into a 
knowledge of the secret. This knowledge 
is shared by one other person only, and 
that person, strange to say, is the factor or 
agent who has charge of the estate. This 
much is certainly known. It is also stated 
that the momentous revelation is made in a 
certain walled-up room in the most ancient 
part of the castle, the door of which is broken 
open on the occasion and then instantly 
closed up again. And whatever the secret 
may be, it is too terrible and important 
ever to be revealed. More than once 
the young heir, on the eve of his 
initiation, has solemnly sworn to his 
youthful friends to reveal to them the 
whole matter, laughing to scorn the idea of 
family mysteries in the nineteenth century. 
But the promise has invariabiy been broken. 
On one occasion the Lord Glamis of the day, 
a skeptical, strong-minded young man, de- 
clared to a gentieman who was his intimate 
iriend that he would, after coming of age, 
reveal to nim the secret, pledging himself to 
commit suicide if he broke his word. The 
twenty-first birthday of Lord Glamis came 
and passed, and his friend met him in Lon- 
don a few months later. “What about the 
family secret?” said his friend half jestingly. 
But it was with the utmost gravity that Lord 
Glamis replied, “If you exact the penalty 1 
will kill myself, but I cannot reveal the 
secret.“ Of course the penalty was not ex- 
acted, but my informant declared that the 
future Earl of Strathmore would certainly 
have shot himself rather than tell the story, 
of which, before he knew it, ne had spoken 
so lightiy..Asto the whereabouts of the se- 
eret room, that, too, is a profound mystery. 
On one occasion a party of young people who 
were visiting at the Castle attenipted to find 
out its position by hanging a towel from 
every window to which they had access, 
profiting by the absence for the day of their 
host the Earl to try the experiment. I do net 
know if they succeeded in discovering any- 
thing, but the story goes that, on the return 
of Lord Strathmore and on his learning what 
his guests had been doing, he gave out that 
important business would prevent him from 
having the pleasure of entertaining them any 
longer, and dismissed them one and all 
courteously but firmly to their homes. 

But, apart from the family mystery, the 
ghosts of Giamis are as numerous as they 
are celebrated. The most noted, and also 
the most unpleasant of them ail, is the spec- 
ter of a bearded man in armor, who is 
visible at the dead of the night in certain of 
the bedchambers in the older rt of the 
castle. Sometimes littie children who 
have come with their parents to visit the 
master and mustress of the castie are 
wakened up by this warlike figure, which 
comes and bends over their couches as 
they lie asleep, and which, on their 
being aroused, instantly vanishes. Then 
there is a noise of .pounding and ham- 
mering which goes on at times all night in 
the ancient square tower of the castle, to the 
infinite discomfort of those who happen to 
be within earshot of it. Once, too, according 
to my informant, a gentleman guest was 
awakened from a sound sleep by a strange 
light that pervaded his bedroom. He looked 
around and saw to his horror two spiral 
flames mounting toward the ceiling from a 
spot in the center of the floor. He imagined 
that the castie was on fire, and, seizing his 
water pitcher, he dashed its contents at once 
over the flames, but without the slight- 
est effect. Then, opening his door, he 
called lustily for assistance. The only per- 
son who heard his shout for help was Lord 
Strathmore himself. He gianced at the 
strange lights with perfect composure and, 
merely remarking, ** The housekeeper gave 
you this room by mistake,” conducted his 
guest to another bed-chamber and left him 
to resume his interrupted slumbers. But the 
strangest of all these apparitions is that of 
the elegant gentleman in the laces and vel- 
yets of the last century, who is sometimes 
seen playing at cards in a certain upstairs 
room with an invisible antagonist, and who 
is reported to be the r of a gay gallant 
of the family who stabbed his opponent over 
the card-tabie, and who is forced to continue 
his ghastly game till doomsday. 


Var Colored Soldiers. 

The suggestion of Secretary Proctor, that ifthe 
artillery should be increased by adding two regt 
ménts one or both of these might be composed 
of colored men, has called attention to the record 
made by the now existing colored organizations 
in the army. Of these there are four, the Ninth 
and Tenth Cavalry and the Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-fifth Infantry. One drawback to them 
as compared with the white regiments is a 
greater mortality from disease and also a greater 
average sick list. So far as this element alone is 
concerned, it would give a smaller proportion of 
men for duty. But the loss in this respect is most 
decidedly counterbalanced by the greater average 
fidelity of the colored men. If the regiments are 
arranged according to the proportion of deser- 
tion it is a remarkable fact that the four colored 
regiments are found together at the foot of the 
list. This is not only creditable to the colored 
men, but since desertion is admitted to be the 
greatest evil in our service it offers some impor- 
tant considerations on the question of cost. It 
has been urged that the difference is attributa- 
bie to the fact that the colored soldiers find a 
new career opened to them in the army which 
they are proud of and satisfied with. although no 
colored’ soldier has yet risen from the ranks to a 
commission. They take up with alacrity all 
parts of a soldier’s duty, some of their compa- 
nies having gained great distinction in rifle prac- 
tice.— New York Tunes. 


Red Tape in Washington. 

“Talk about red tape,” said Mr. Sherburne 
Hopkins last night at Willard’s, “I have just 
been through an experience. We represent a 
large Western land syndicate. An option on it 
was given tosome English parties, andan En- 
glish gentleman came over to look after the 
matter. In making the option we had an ab- 
stract attached. We first had it sworn to before a 
notary public. To that we had the affidayit of 
Mr. R. J. Mei clerk of the court. He suggest- 
ed that it would be well to have the Chief Jus- 
tice’s affidavit that he was clerk of the court. 
So we got Judge Bingham's affidavit and seal. 
Judge Bingham suggested that he ought tobe 
identified in some way. We got the Department 
of Justice to certify that he was Chief Justice of 
the District Court, and then, after the seal of the 
Department of Justice was affixed, it was found 
necessary to get the Department of State to 
attest the seal of the Department of Justice.

Their Company? 

There are two letters in the English alpha 
bev which are entirely useless in their pres- 
ent form, as they represent no sound which 
is not as well or better represented by un- 
other letter. They arecandg. The letterc 
has no sound of its own under any conceiva- 
bie circumstances. It is esther sor k, de- 
pending upon its combination with a vowel 
and its position in a word. For instance, 
take the word used a few lines above-—con- 
ceivable. Here are the two c’s, the sound of 
the first being that of k, and the sound of the 
second being thatofs. If the word were 
spelled konselvable“ the pronunciation 
would be exactly the same, and the spelling 
would be logical. 

If it be objected that the letter s has two 
sounds, the answer is that substituting it for 
c would not make matters any worse. If the 
hissing sound of sis represented by c, the 
sound would be retained if s were put in the 
place of c. We learn to r by the ear 
quite as much as by the eye, and giving the 
correct sound of sis a feat of the memory, 
nothing more. 

Some one will say, however, What is to 
be done with the great number of words in 
which o is found in combination with h! 
How shall we spell ‘charity,’ ‘arch,’ and all 
the other words of that kind“ The reply to 
this criticism is that there shouid be a new 
letter to represent the soft soand of ch, 
while the letter k may be substituted for 
the hard sound. Perhaps the letter c might 
be left on condition that it be given the 
Italian sound, which is near to our 
sound of ch, but c by itself is utterly useless 
and valuless, and a source of confusion and 
annoyance. When it is remembered that of 
all the many “shun” terminations there are 
but two words in the language which ends in 
“con,” it will be seen how readily the e 
could be spared. 

The letter q is worse than useless. It is a 
delusion, a snare, and a fraud. It has to 
have another letter with it, and that always 
the same letter, before it can be used 
at all in English The French use 
it as a terminal letter, but we do not, and 
wherever it is found in English, whether at 
the beginning or in the middle of a word, it 
must be accompanied by a Siamese twin, the 
letter u. Of course it is obvious that the 
real letter—that is, the real representative 
of a sound—is not q., but qu, and there is no 
sound of gu which cannot just as weil be 
expressed by two other letters, k and w. II 
we make this arrangement of letters, 
“kwick,” it ro exactly the same as 
„quick and eliminates the q entirely from 
the alphabet. The letter q is an insult to tne 
inteiligence of English speaking and writing 
people. It is a useless, impudent interloper 
and should be summarily kicked out. 

It is not attempted in this article to ad vo- 
cate spelling reform in general. The subject 
is an extensive one, and is being constantly 
brought up by such journals as the Fonetié 
Nuz ana similar publications. Every theoret- 
ical consideration is in favor of the reform 
but the spelling-book and dictionary still 
hold their own, and the children learn to spell 
not merely as their parents did, but because 
they did. Some time there maycome a wave 
of public interest in the subject and a gen- 
eral uprising in favor of phonetic spelling, 
and then the language will certainly be sim- 
plified; but in the meantime there can be go 
harm in getting rid of e“ and g.“ of 
which it may be truly said that their room 
would be better than their company.—sSan 
Francisco Chronicle.

Campriper City, Ind., Dec. 11.— [Special.]

Amador Sentinel: Fred W. Gilough, a well- 
known engineer of the Comstock, has been 
spending some weeks in the wilds of the Sierras, 
about the headwaters of the Kaweah River, 
Tulare County, California. He was accompanied 
in his wanderings by Westley Warren, an old 
Comstocker, who now resides in Tu- 
lare Valley. About the headwaters of 
the Kaweah they got into an unex- 
plored and almost impenetrable region. in 
one place they were obliged to cut a trail for 
nearly a mile in order to get through the chapar- 
ral that blockaded the mountain pass. Mr.Clough 
says that on the trip they discovered a trée of 
sequoia species, which he believes to be much 
the largest on the contineat of America.

The French and, indeed, all the other 
Latin races, are remarkably “ nosy.“ Napo- 
leon J. 's nose was exquisitely chiseled, scuipt- 
uresque in mold, form, and expession. He 
Was wont to say: “Give me a man with 
plenty of nose.” He littie areamed that be 
Was destined to be baffled by a people—tne 
Russians—whose noses were well nigh level 
with their faces, and that his ultimate victor 
Was to be a man with the most prominent 
nose in Europs—Arthur, Duke of Welling- 
ton, The Parisians called Napoleon III. 
“Grosbec’”’ Nosey. Alexander the Great 
had a large nose, so had Richelieu and Car- 
Amal Wolsey. Look at the portrait of Wash- 
ington. All that is great in firmness, pa- 
tience, and heroism is stamped upan his nose, 
which is the true aquiline, Julius Cœsar's 
hose was of the same type, ana he possessed 
the same characteristics of patient courage 
and heroic firmness that belonged to Wash- 
ington. 1 

The wide-nostriled nose betokens strong 
power of thought ana love for serious medi- 
tation, and these you see in the portraits of 
Shakspeare, Bacen, Franklin, and Vr. John- 
son., and others of our great students and 
writers. Gibbon had hardly any nose at ail. 
He had a wee little protuberance in the mid- 
dle of his face which, by courtesy, was 
called a nose, but it was hardly discernible, 
set in between two enormous cheeks. 
Tycho Brahe lost his nose in a duel and 
woré a golden one, which he attached 
to his face with a cement which he 
always carried about. Rameses II., used to 
cutoff the nose of any subject accused of 
talking treason against him,  Actisanes, 
another ruler of Egypt, had a novel way of 
punishing robbers. He cut off their noses 
and colonized them—the robWers—in a 
desert place, which he called Rhinoconun, 
from the nature of the punishment of its 
citizens. On the other hand, and more hu- 
mane, perhaps, was his puzishment of dis- 
honest butchers. It was unique. A hook 
was put through their nose and a piece of 
meat was hung upon it. 

In 1671 Charles II. had the nose of Lord 
Coventry, keeper of the seal of England, 
cut off because he dared to ask in Parlia 
ment an inquisitive question about some 
actresses of the day. Later, Frederick the 
Great had a nobleman's nose cut off because 
he protested openly that he had been en- 
rolled in the army through fraud. Criminals 
have been known to cut off tneir noses to es- 
cape detections Makmg a new nose has 
often been performed in America since Dr. 
J. Mason Warren of Boston made the first 
successful one in 1887. The earliest menuon 
of a nose being cut off and replaced is re- 
lated by a surgeon named Fioravanti, who in 
1680 happened to be near by when a man’s 
rose, having been cut off, had fallen in the 
sand. He remarks that he took it up 
washed it, replaced it, and it grew together 
again. 


THRONES TOTTERING TO THEIR FALL. 


Confessed Failure of the Hereditary System 
of Government. 

Toronto Globes Can every royal and im- 
perial house of Europe say with confidence, 
I sit as a queen and shall never see sor- 
row’? To judge by the swarms of drilled 
and armed men that are around them one 
might be inclined to say yes. But the 
facts are otherwise, as those most in- 
terested only too well know. Let any one 
begin at Portugal ana go eastward, and 
where could he put his finger and say, 
„There, at any rate, the hereditary princi- 
ple of government is secure for generations, 
if not for centuries, to come.” We doubt if 
any one would risk his credit for forecast by 
naming one piace where this could be said. 

The Queen of Great Britain's rsonal 
character is an indefinitely stronger factor in 
support of the British monarchy than rever- 
ence for the hereditary principle. Noto- 
riously, a scamdaious, characterless heir 
would with difficulty mount into his 
seat and with far greater difficuity retain 
possession. Besides, the rule in Britain is 
simply a republic under monarchical forms. 
What of Italy or Austria. The characters of 
the ruling sovereigns are there also the 
strongest buiwarks of those thrones. Even 
the German Kaiser and the Russian Czar are 
not quite sure whatafew years may bring 
forth, ana both of them would find the rates 
rujed high if they thought of negotiating pol- 
icies of insurance on the lives of their dynas- 


ties. 

The fierce light which beats upon thrones 
and other prominent positions was never 
fiercer than today. In tue turmoil and rest- 
lessness of discussion, prompted and assisted 
by a ubiquitous press and by a growing dis- 
regard for mere forms and empty traditicns. 
everthing from dynasties dowaward must 
show clearly and distinct raisons d'etre if 
tMey reckon upon anything like permanence. 
Liphey can’t adduce such proofs they must 
kon on being told to stano aside. 

for good or for evil such is the situation, 
and the man would be rash rather than wise 
who should forthwith and dogmaticaliy 
settle that the evil had the innings. * The 
people, in short, are coming more and more 
to the front.

But those who know even buta little of the 
past will comfort their hearts with the con- 
viotion that the Romanoffs, the Hohen- 
zollerns, and the Hapsburgs, to se say 
nothing of the “unspeakable Turk,” or 
even the House of Savoy, have not 
been such triumphant successes or stich 
unalloyed blessings as to make the world 
weep over eitner their obscuration or their 
final disappearance. The nations as a rule 
could not well have been governed with less 
wisdom or with poorer results than they 
actually have been in the past. Let us hope 
that even the hated and mistrusted democ- 
racy may show an improvement on what 
dynasties and autocrats have to show after 
centuries of a free hand and full liberty to

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THE FUTURE OF CANADA. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL LONGLEY FORE- 
SEES A MOMENTOUS CHANGE. 


He Thinks the Dominion Will Throw Off 
the British Yoke—Imperial Federation 
an Impracticable Scheme—It Must Be 
Either Annexation or Independence— 
What the Kecent Annexationist Victory 
at Rimouski Indicates. 


Orrawa, Ont., Dec. 8.—!New York Sun.]— 
No one has given more careful study to the in- 
creasing desire for Canadian independence in 
the maritime provinces than Attorney-Gener- 
al Longley, a member of the Nova Scotia Gov- 
eroment. An immense audience gathered 
at Quebec to hear his views on this subject 
Tuesday last. Canada’s position, he said, 
Was More anomalous than that of any otner 
country. It bad an area greater than that of 
most countries with large? resources, was 
developing great cities, building up inter- 
provincial commerce, and possessed two of 
the largest railway enterprises in the world; 
and yet when we traveled abroad what could 
we call ourselves! We were simply British 
colonists. We could not even claim British 
citizenship. Weneither contributed to the 
Empire nor sharedgits burdeas or responsi- 
bilities, | 


manhood of Canada that this condition of 
affairs should last. He contidentiy, there- 
fore, laid it down as a fact that Canada can- 
not always remain a colony. He believed

nationality in that of the neighboring repub- 
lic. Buthe urged that political union with 
the United States would have its advantages, 
as Canadians were so ciosely allied with them 


trade relations. if he read aright the signs 
of the times among our young men the time 
would come when Canada would put on the 
national mr, and it would not be necessary 
for one of her sons to say more than “lama 
Canadian.“ 1 don’t says those wha favor 
this are in a majority. 1 have already-said I 
believe a majority favor a continuance, for 
the present, of existing relations.

don’t want the present condition of affairs 
disturbed, for they are all comfortabie as 
they are, and it would upset all their calcu- 
lations. Then it would be opposed by a 
large class of loyalists of the battle and 
breeze kind, who see nothing good outside of 
the oid flag. There is a feeling, too, that the 
United States, beine the larger and more 
powerful Nation, would be more aggressive 
than when in the fisheries and Behring Sea 
troubles we had the British navy at our back. 

But they have lived long as neighbors of 
Mexico without gobbling it up, While if we 
had power to make our own treaties without 
reference to the Foreign Office we might ve 
differently situated in regard to these mat- 
ters that have been the cause of interna- 
tional dispute. The cost of paying Consuls, 
etc., Which is now urged as an objection, will 
cease when our wealth and revenue will 
have augmented until there are ample re- 
sources for maintaining the national life and 
paying for the nationai housekeeping. Then 
would come the consideration of our torm of 
government. It does not seem as if mon- 
archies are destined to thrive in America. 
if we are to have a President the constant 
nightmare of ah impending election every 
four years, which shakes the whole country 
from core to circumference, is not a bright 
prospect, ana I would not care to have it 
oftener than once in fifteen vears.”’ 

He felt he need scarcely refer to the re- 
puted dream of a French reoublic in Quebee, 
for he had never found any indication of it, 
and believed there was no foundation for it, 
but rather that it was repudiated by the en- 
ture French-Canadian people. 

AN ANNEXATIONIST ELECTED. 

The election in Rimouski Wednesday has 
caused great excitement here. This county 
has always been oneof the rankest Tory 
hotbeds, and that an out-and-out Liberal, 
who wentto the polls advocating Canadian 
independence from England suould have 
been elected, has more than surorised every 
one. At the last election for the Quebec 
Legislature Rimouski returned Col. Martin 
by a large majority. The Colonel was a 
stanch friend of Sir John Macdonald, and 
fully believed that any Conservative was safe 
for reé.ection in that county. It has now 
been made apparent that dissension is rapid- 
ly growing in Quebec, as elsewhere in Cana- 
da, and that the old Tory party have but a 
short time to live. It is this party of old fos- 
sils who have retarded the country’s prog- 
ress and have opposed every attempt to ex- 
tend trade relations between Canada and the 
United States. Their days are numbered, 
and it will be a fortunate thing for Canada 
when they have to step down and out. 

When Sir John Macdonald was told that 
Tessier,the Liberal candidate, had been elect- 
ed by a very large majority, be would not be- 
lieve it, remarkimg at the same time that the 
electors of Rimouski were not such fools as 
to elect a man who on the first opportunity 
would vote for Canadian independence, or, 
oven worse, annexation with the United 
States. 

This is the most signal victory the Liberals 
have yet gained, and unmistakably indicates 
the direction in which public sentiment is 
drifting. After the result of the election was 
known yesterday a prominent member of the 
Domivion Parliament said that there was no 
use endeavoring do conceal the fact that ne 
was an annexationist, pure and simple, and 
that there were scores of others just like him 
who hold seats on tne floor of the Dominion 
House of Commons. 

„Any way,” he said. “itis nothing more 
than Sir David Macpherson, Senator Abbott. 
Sir A. T. Galt, and several other prominent 
Canadian politicians have done—to look 


forward to an alliance with the United 
States. It is my intention,” he add- 
ed, to raise the question some 


day on the floor of the Dominion Parliament, 
éven if I do get called to order. They can’t 
put me out for it, and if they expel me from 
parliament my constituents will return me 
again by an increased majority.“ 

Several of the prelates of tne Roman Cath- 
olic Church who have given contradiction to 
the statement of Premier Mercier at Balti- 
more recently that there existed in Canadaa 
desire to change their position, either by in- 
dependence or annexation, have admitted 
since the result of the Rimouski election has 
been made known that there is a growing 
sentiment in that direction which they had 
never until now realized—an element against 
which the influence of the church and Gov- 
ernment must be directed before it becomes 
too formidable to deal with.

DAVIS-DOUGLAS—A DEMOCRATIC VIEW. 
—.— b 


How Jeffand Secession Sovereignty Smashed 
Douglas and Squatter ty. 

Boston Herald (Dem.): It is remartabie that 
Jefferson Davis, the leader in the great re- 
bellion against the United States Government, 
should have survived so many of the men 
who were his contemporaries in the United 
States Senate before the war broke out. Of 

these Hannibal Hamlin is the only one that 
| we call to mind now living m the country. 
Mr. Davis’ great rival zu the Democratic 
party, Stephen A. Dougias,was the first to aie 
of all the men of promineuce of that time. 
One by one the others have dropped 
away, until Mr. Davis stood almost alone 
among his contemporaries. Yet he was com- 
paratively a young man in the period when 
he gained prominence in public life. Mr. 
Davis came upon the stage just as Calhoun, 
Clay, Webster, and Benton were leaving it. 
Tne mantie of Calhoun fell upon him. He 
seems to have seen in that his opportunity 
and to have had the ambition to be Cal- 
houn’s successor with the Southern people. 
Mr. Davis was at first in advance of the 
South in his extreme ideas of fSouth- 


: , 


ern policy, as was Mr. Calhoun aleo. 
.While South -Garolina always stood by 
Mr. Calhoun, Mississippi at fret de- 
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clined to support Mr. Davis. After the com- 
promise acts of 1850 were passed, under the 
lead of Henry Clay, Mr. Davis, who had op- 
posed them as conceding too much on the 
part of slavery, resigned his seat in the Sen- 
ate and appealed to the people of Mississippi 
to elect him Governor on that issue. He had 
the mortification to find himself defeated by 
his fussy little colleague in the Senate, 
Henry B. Foote, Up to this time Mr, Davis’ 
extreme ideas had never obtained the con- 
trol in his State, he having been originally 
chosen to the Senate on bis military reputa- 
tion. 

The man who did the most to precipitate 
upon the country, the state of affairs which 
led to the @@bellioh was not Jefferson Davis. 
He was Stephen A. Dougias. Mr. Davis, with 
all his personal . popularity, could not carry 
his own State in 1861 against a man who was 
not popular, so little hold bad Mr, Davis’ 
views upon the policy of the South then 
with her people. It was Douglas who made 
‘Davis, “while he ruined Himself, The 
unserupulous ambition of Douglas could 
not let the Missouri compromise alone. Doug- 
las saw the potency of the South in naming 
the candidates for President of both parties. 
He studied to see how he should make him- 
self acceptable to the South as a cendidate. 
In au evil hour he bethought him of the re- 
peal of the Missouri compromise. No section 
uf the country was then calling for this. 
The South would have liked it—or her 
more ultra pro-slavery men might have liked 
it—but the Bouth had accepted the verdict 
that sustained the compromise measure of 
1850 as final. President Pierce would have 
been glad enough to have let the subject 
alone, if he had been allowed to doso. The 
North was shocked as it had never been be- 
fore by the proposition. It was Senator 
Douglas’ intention to put himself at the head 
of the South, and, with their support, to ride 
into the Presidencv. 

Mr. Douglas miscalculated the subservi- 
ency of the North, and especially that of his 
own State of Illinois. He was everywhere 
execrated, and was even denied at first a 
hearing at a meeting in Chicago of which 
Democrats formed a large part. Without the 
vote of Illinois to back him he could not ask 
the South to nominate him as a candidate for 
Presidont. IIkinois had plainly left him, 
and Abraham Lincoln was coming into 
prominence to take his place as a leader of 
the majority of that State. This would not 
do. Mr. Douglas must be reélected to the 
Senate. Everything depended upon that. 
The office had to be secured at the outset, 
and there was no alternative but to trust to 
luck for the future, Mr. Douglas was thus 
compelled to take the back track ana to op- 
pose the South in its further policy as re- 
gards slavery. The step saved IIlinois 
to him, but it was fatal to Mr. Dougias’ 
future. The South never trusted a man 
who wavered, and Mr. Douglas had been 
compeiled to waver. Mr. Douglas held his 
Northern Democratio-supporters, who for- 
gave him his betrayal of Northern interests; 
but the South was implacable. Mr. Dougias 
might have saved the Democratic party by 
himself withdrawing as a Presidential candi- 
date; but he was an essentially selfish man. 
He saw, too, that the confidence of the Souta 
was not hkely to be restored him. So he 
split the Democratic party elected Abra- 
ham Lincoln President. 

Mr. Dougias came out of this contest as 
one who had literally received his death 
blow. He had ruined himself; but he had 
not ulone made Abraham Lincoln: he had 
made Jefferson Davis as well. President 
Pierce had reintroauced Mr. Davis to public 
life by taking him into his Cabinet. Mr. 
Davis was ready in this position to head that 
Southern party which Mr. Douglas nad 
now made practicable. The repeal of the 
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Missouri compromise killed the Whig 
party of the South, and it drove the 
moderate Democrats into the army of 


the extremists. What Calhoun could not 
do, what Davis had failed in achieving when 


) he first put on Caihoun’s mantle, Douglas 


had by his ambition achieved. He had made 
a sectional Democratic party which ab- 
sorbed the entire South, and sucha varty 
being formed Davis was its natural leader. 
The irrepressibie conflict described by Mr. 
Seward might have brought on the war 
some time in the future in any event. Mr. 
Douglas compelied it to come prematurely, 
and in so doing he had more agency in ren- 
dering Abraham Lincoln and Jefferson Davis 
the prominent figures in it than any other 
cause.

Paul sets St. Louis a good example in the 
matter of the Republicau Nauonal Conven- 
uon. St. Paul is for Minneapolis, and not 
for Chicago, or New York, or Omaha.

Stinginess vs. ‘‘ Hustling.”’ 

New York Star: The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Committee on Legis ation of the 
World’s Fair met yesterday and decided pot 
to send any delegation to Washington to 
present the claims of New York. They 
thougnt that this would simply result in per- 
sonal loobying. which was not within the 
scope of the duties of the committee. Mean- 
while the delegation from Chicago is bagging 
Representatives and Senators gradually, and 
by the time Congress takes some action on 
the subject there will be no game in sight. 

The contest has drifted into one between 
dignity and Western hustling. New York 
has the money and all the necessary quali- 
fications. Chicago has neither the money 
nor any other of the elements of success 
save a blatant press and a hustling commit- 
tee, [The Star really means that Chicago 
has money and elements of success.] There 
is no doubt as to which city ought to succeed, 
but which will? The majority of the Con- 
gressmen are from communities where 
dignity is not understood, but where hustling 
is regarded as the greatest virtue next to 
being rich. Dignity is about the last weapon 
a wise man would use to influence Congress. 

When Mayor Grant chose the World's 
Fair Committees he should have selected one 
whose duty it was to bring the Fair here. 
It does not seem to be within the scope of 
any of the present committees according to 
their conception of their duties. Yet it is 
so important a matter that somebody ought 
to attend to it, for of whut great use are the 
present Committees on Guarantee funds un- 
less we have the Fair. 


MICHIGAN STATE GRANGE IN SESSION. 


Annual Address of Worthy Master Mars— 
Taxation of Farm Mortgages.

CATTLE ‘RATES REDUCED. 


THE ALTON MAKES a RATE OF 18 
CENTS KANSAS CITY TO CHIVAGO. 


Irregularities by Competing Lines the 
Cause of the Action—The Koad Pro- 
poses to Make a Still Further Redue- 
tion as Soon as It Can Be Done—The 
Nebraska Rate Matter Referred to Ar- 
bitration—Eastern Roads Determined to 
Abolish Commissions. 


The Chicago & Alton exploded a bomb in 
the meeting of the Western Freight Associa- 
tion yesterday morning by giving notice of 
its intenuon to put in effect a rate of 10 cents 
per 100 pounds on cattie from Kansas City to 
Chicago, for the reason that the present 
rates—22 cents per 100 pounds—were not 
maintained by competing lines, and that the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé, and Chicago, St. Paul & 
Kansas City roads, by cutting rates and giv- 
ing special advantages to favored shippers, 
managed to get the bulk of the business. 
Nothing but a reduction of the rates to the 
lowest possible figure, the Alton people 
claimed, would stop those irregularities. 

The Alton gave formal notice five days 
previous to the last regular meeting what it 
proposed to reduce the cattle rate from Kan- 
sas City to Chicago to 18 cents per 100 pounds, 
but upon promises by the other roads that 
steps would be taken to stop the irregulari- 
ties it consented to hold the proposed reduc- 
tion in abeyance. The condition of affairs, 
however, instead of being adjusted, has 
grown considerably worse. 

The point was raised that the Alton had no 
right to make a 10 cent rate without giving 
five days’ notice of such intention previous 
o a regular meeting. Chairman Midgley 
sustained the poiut, but held that the Aiton 
might reduce the rate to 18 cents per 100 
pounds. Thereupon the Alton filed due 
notice that under thé rules it would put in 
effect Dec, 21 a rate of 18 cents on cattie from 
Kansas City to Chicago. It also announced 
that it was its intention to give notice five 


days prior to the next meeting of its inten- | 


uon to establish a rate of 10 or 124¢ cents. 

A rate on oak lumber as compared with 
the rates on other hardwood lumber was 
referred to arbitration to be completed on or 
before Jan. 1. In the matter of mixed ship- 
ments of fresh ana salt meats it was decided 
to adopt a uniform rule under which car- 
load rates would apply on the various arti- 
cles contained in the car. In the event that 
the aggregate weight is less that the mini- 
mum car-load weight, the difference shail be 
charged for at the rate applicable on cured 
meats. The recommendation of the chairman 
for the establishment of rules to govern the 
issuance of return transportauon to live- 
stock shippers was referred to a committee 
of the Chicago terminal lines, together with 
the Chairmen, for thesacuon looking to the 
adoption of the recommendations as made, 
such recommendations having in view the 
establishment of a joint office for the issu- 
ance of return stock passes instead of each 
road performing this duty as at present. It 
was decided to establish the Joint Rate Com- 
mittee rule for the disposition of fractions in 
dividing through rates, that rule being to 
divide on tenths; alsoto put into effect on 
glucose the same rates as on glucose sirup.

TO ABOLISH COMMISSIONS. 


Chairman Blanchard Calls Attention to 
the Importance of the Subject, 

Chairman Blanchard in calling thé atten- 
tion of the General Manvgers cf the lines in 
the Central Traffic Association to the call 
fora meeting of the Joint Passenger Com- 
mittee to be held in New York Dec. 18 to act 
upon the resolutions passed by the Trunk 
Line Board of Presidents and other Eastern 
and Western Presidents says: 

„J take this occasion to cite your earnest 
attention to the importance of this question 
—abolishing commissions—and to urge the 
attendacce of your company at the proposed 
meeting in New York. It was disclosed at 
the Presidents’ meeting in New York that 
a condition of affairs exists that should 
speedily be corrected, and it was agreed that 
they be corrected Jan. 1. All differences of 
judgment in the joint committee upon import- 
ant freight questions are decided under the 
rules of the committee by the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman thereof, There is great need 
that in the equally important questions 
brought before the joint passenger commit- 
tee some similar procedure shouid be adopted 
and I therefore urgently request that the rep- 
resentative of vour company who may be 
delegated to attend the New York meeting 
Dec. 18 shall be fully authorized to vote for 
such procedure as may at that time receive 
the majority assent, without further 
reference of tne subject back to the 
managers, should the majority be large and 
harmonious. The importance of the subject, 
the early date at which the resolutions of 
the Presidents are agreed to go into effect, 
and the short time which will elapse between 
the proposed meeting and that date strengtb-

SUGAR FRAUDS IN KANSAS, 


A Scheme to Swindle Farmers—Experi- 
ments That Have No Promise in Them. 
Topeka, Kas., Dec. 9.—Secretary Monier of 

the State Board of Agriculture has become 
convinced that fraud has had much to do 
with the alleged business of sugar making 
in Kansas, and will begin an examination 
into the methods of mill men. 

Many farmers devoted the entire season to 
growing sorghum, only to discover, when 
they had delivered their crops, that the mills 
were either unahle to handle it or could not 
pay for it. Mr. Mohier blindly believed un- 
til this week the representations of the sugar 
men that sugar making was an entire suc- 
cess, and would eventually put millions into 
the pockets of the cane-growers. His eyes 
were opened when he learned that in West- 
ern Kansas two men are now working up 
township schemes to build 100 sugar mills by 
townships, at a cost of from $16,000 to $20,000 
each, which would place upon the Western 
counties an indebtedness of at least $1,700,- 
000. Under thig -new scheme it is proposed 
to build mills to Manufacture sugar by the 
Adamson or müsh plan, which has re- 
cently been given to the public as the roast- 
ing process. 8 5 ‘ 

This “mush”. process is but a theory, 
never baving been practically tested, and 
there is no reason for believing anything can 
come from it. It is simply a roller and chop- 
per mill, with roasting to extract theesac- 
charine, which is reduced to the consistency 
of mush; hence its name. This musn is to 
be sent toa central factory to be made into 
sugar, the factory‘o be built some time in 
The 
pur- 
tenances cannot exceed $8,000, and probably 
that sum could be reduced to 85,000. For 
this plant the township is asked to give $16,- 
000, the minimum figures, to $20,000, the max- 
imum. Aliowing $200,000 te be used in the 
several townships to pay for assistance in 
working, the handsome profit of $1,000,000 on 
no investment but brains remains. 

In one county the Township Trustee issued 
townsbip scrip, and the two men referred to 
have secured the calling of an election to vote 
$10,000 in refunding bonds to take up toe 
scrip, although no indebtedness exists. The 
same condition is to be found in several of 
the Western counties. The projectors of the 
scheme accept the prevailing legal opinion 
that voting bonds to aid the sugar milis is 
unconstitutional; so they resort to this means 


of securing bonds that will be good on the 


market. 

Mr. Mohler wrote today a letter advising 
the people of those counties not to vote more 
bonds, but to await developments. He says 
he has been deceived by reports coming from 
those whom: he finds to be interested in the 
sale of sugar machinery. So impressed is he 
now in his belief that an immense fraud is 
being perpetrated that he has taken steps to 
bring about the fullest investigation by the 
State Board of Agriculture at its next meet- 
ing in January. 


WHAT IS GOING ON IN MILWAUKEE. 


Three Men Badly Scaided—Another Elope- 
ment—Schattenberg’s Deficit Increasing. 
MitwavKker, Wis., Dec. 11.+[Special.]— 

Three men were severely scaldea through 
the bursting of a steam-pipe leading from 
the boiler to the engine in the basement of 
the new Chicago & Northwestern depot this 
afternoon. The men were in the engine- 
room, Which almost instantly filied with 
steam, so that all of them were badly burned 
before they had an opportunity to escape. 
Herman Boetcher, a machinist, who was un- 
familiar with the exits, Was found prostrated 
on the floor after the steam had been turned 
off. He was horribly scalded about the head 
and arms, and had inhaled so much steam 
that he cannot recover. Charies Case. an 
electrician from Chicago, and Michael Win- 
ters, the epgineer, were also badly scalded, 
but will recdver, The three men were re- 
moved to me Emergency Hospital. 

A young couple whose anxiety to be mar- 
ried in a hurry caused a suspicion in tne 
mind ot Justice McWhorter that it was an- 
other elopemeat, were nevertheless accom- 
modated by him.

BUYING DULUTH KLEVATORS,. 


The Far-Famed English Syndicate at It 
Again. 

Dororn, Minn., Dec. 11.—[Special.]|—The 
announcement that the English syndicate had 
purchased elevators in Duluth came as a 
great surprise to most people in Duluth this 
evening, for it was known to but few that 
they were even figuring on doing so. The Lake 
Superior Elevator company and the Union 
Elevator & Improvement company, owning 
all the elevators on this side of the bay, with 
a combined capacity of about 10,000,000 bush- 
els, were approached several months ago by 
agents of the Englisn syndicate, presumably 
the same one which has bought the Minneap- 
olis mills and tue Vandusen system of coun- 
try elevators along the Northwestern road, 
and asked for an option on their houses. 

The stock of the two companies is largely 
scattered throughout the country, much be- 
ing heid in the fast. T. B. Casey of Minne- 
apolis is largely interested. Col. R. M. New- 
port of St. Paul is also a large stockholder. 
and Cudahy and perhaps other Chicago peo- 
ple are interested in them. It is said that 
the option price is on a basis of about 
$1.25 on tne dollar of the stock of 
the companies, which would make the price 
paid about $2,000,000. In connection with 
this purchase of these elevators, if it is a 
purchase, a deal is likely to go through for 
all the elevators on the line of the Northern 
Pacitic road owned by companies, except 
those of ine Sawyer system and the houses 
of the Northern Pacitic Elevator company. 


WHEAT IS NEARLY STATIONARY. 


It Is Marked by a Firm Feeling and a Slight 
Advance—Corn— Memberships. 

The wheat market started ratber firmer 
and higher than it closed Tuesday. Bros- 
seau, Mitchell, Lindblom, Logan, and Driver 
were free buyers at tne start, While Kam- 
merer and Baxter were the most prominent 
sellers. The latter appeared to have the 
sentiment of the general crowd strongly in 
their tavor. Mr. Benjamin Peters Hutcnin- 
sou, as usual, pulled a strong oar; he sold 
100,000 bushels May at 83 cents and 150,000 
at 8816 83, cents, of which latter Logan 
took 50,000 bushels, and the rest was dis- 
tributed in smaller parcels. Mitchell took 
200,000 busheis at 8336 83H cents. Schwartz- 
Dupee were good buyers also, while _Pard- 
ridge continued to offer 100,000 and 500,000 
busnei blocks at 1-16 cent over the market 
without selling any. There were protracted 
spells of dullness, during which the traders 
turned their backs upon the pit, and it was 
practically deserted. Phe fluctuations were 
narrow, but a tirm tone prevailed throughout, 
and an advance of about g cent was the re- 
sult of the day’s trading. 

The shorts in December corn were reas- 
sured by tne improvements in the weather 
and recovered from the scare of the day be- 
fore. The price declined c per bushei and 
the more distant futures sympathized to the 
extent of 3g. 

Board of Trade membersbips have been 
steadily declining for some time, and are 
now procurable at $960 with no buyers at over 
$875. The approach of the time for payment 
of the annual dues is thought to be one of the 
chief reasons for the decline, many of the 
non-active members being desirous of rid- 
ding themselves of the tax, 


“AUNT MARY TYLER” OF BOSTON DEAD. 


Heroine of “Mary Had a Little

SALE OF THE CHICAGO ELEVATORS. 


As Seen from an English Point of View. 

Western British-American (of Chicago): The 
published prospectus of the “* City of Chi- 
cago Grain Elevators company (limited) 
may be regarded as indicating an organized 
attempt to “milk” if not to swindle a large 
number of the poorer class ef british invest- 
ors in American properties. The eight ele- 
vators of the Munger-Wheeler system, two 
of which are on leased ground, are capital- 
ized at £450,000 in shares on which it is prom- 
ised that 9 per cent shall be paid annually, 
and £500,000 ing per cent first mortgage de- 
bentures, the whole being equal to $4,600,000. 
It is estimated that the annual earnings will 
dot only pay the $350,000 interest required to 
fulfill this promise but leave a surplus of 
nearly $183,000 for a sinking fund with which 
— bonds are to be retired after a lapse of 

rs. 

It does not seem probable that the interest 
named will be paid, to say nothing of the 
sinking fund. The promise is based oa returns 
made by the former proprietors, showing 
that the net profits of the eight years ending 
with 1888 averaged $405,659. But those of 
last year were only $138,942, which is said in 
the prospectus to have been due to the fail - 
ure of the corn crop of 1887 and the wheat 
crops of those two years. Further, that une 
maize crop of 1888 “only began to come to 
market in July last,“ leaving it to be inferrea 
that the small earnings ot last year were ex- 
ceptional and not likely to be repeated. The 
quoted words are a complete misstatement of 
fact, and the figures of our Board of Trade re- 
port show that tne corn receipts in this city 
tor last year exceeded those of 1887 by near- 
ly 36 per cent. The truth is that the stated 
decadence in earnings was due to a fact the 
mention of which seems to have been care- 
fully suppressed by the intelligent pro- 
moters of the scheme. It is that the rates 
charged for the sto of grain were re- 
duced about one-half in February of last 
year, because it was found that a great deal 
of the grain received here was transferred 
on track to cars going East, and did not pay 
toll to the elevators. The change caused a 
little improvement in the total business, but 
a reducuon in rates at other points and a 
liberal building of storage room in the coun- 
try behind us have sounded the death-knell 
of past large profits in the warehousing of 
grain, and no person who is conversant with 
tbe features of the trade thinks it nrobabie 
that those of two and three years ago can 
ever be realized in the future. 

The “net profits” of last year, as certified 
to by the Chicago seilers, were just about 
3 per cent on the new capitalization. 
This.rate is all that can be fairly counted on 
for the time to come, and the expenses of 
the London office, in additioh to those of a 
full-fledged directorate-in this city, will have 
to come out of the total, except the small 
amount charged for the recent economical 
management. As the ordinary shares of the 
new company are to carry a fixed and cum- 
ulative dividend of 9 per cent“ there is 
not much prospect that the holders of the 
other half of the “securities’’ will receive 
a substantial return on their investment. 
They are more likely to be the victims of a 
rush to sell when the facts in the case be- 
come known unless warned. in time to pre- 
vent them from buymg such profitiess 
property. 

It is well that some of the English journals 
have already sounded an alarm, s ing in 
deprecatory terms of the mania for invest- 
ment in schemes of which the British public 
know next to nothing, and advising a more 
careful scrutiny of future offers. It is prob- 
able that most of the business purchases 
hitherto made would pay weli if not loaded 
down wits too much water. In the present 
instance the profits of tne business have 
been steadily dwindling for some time past, 
and there is no good ground for supposing 
that it will be much if any better in tue fut- 
ure, as competition is increasing faster than 
the production of the grain te be handied, 
and the tendency of the trade is to a more 
radical avoidance of elevator churges on 
grain in transit. Tne American owners of 
these houses are not to be blamed for selling 
at a good round price to men anxious to buy. 
But the British public to whom the latter are 
appeal ing to take hold of the loa@atdoubie its 
real value ought to de informed of the facts, so 
that if they persist in rere Bey the golden 
bait it will not be for want of a fair warning 
as to the consequences. 


LOSERS BY THE ABILENE BANK FAILURE. 


People at Freeport, III., Interested—Lia- 
bilities of the Defunct fnatitation. 

FREEPORT, III., Dec. 11.—[Special. |—Free- 
port parties own $11,000 of the stock of tne 
defunct First National Bank of Abilene, 
Kas., which is probably worthless. Tne Ger- 
man Insurance company has $5,000 of the 
stock, J. H. Snyder $4,000, and L. A. Muna 
$2,000. The First Nationai Bank of this city 
will probably lose $1,000 by the failure. 

ABILENE, Kas., Dec, 11.—Careful estimates 
regarding the failure of the First National 
Bank yesterday place the liabilities at$131,000 
and asgets—mostly Western land mort- 
gages—at $210,000. The Controller of the 
Currency has taken possession. A merchant 
tailor was compelled’ by the bank’s downfall 
to close up this morning. He will, however, 
be able to reopen. The Kansas Farmers’ In- 
surance company, of which President J. E. 
Bonebrake of the bank 1s also President, will 
be somewhat affec by the failure, but no 
danger of suspension is considered,

REINSURING THEIR RISKS. 


How Some Insurance Companies Do Buasi- 
. ness. 

New York Nimes: The movement to pre- 
vent fire insurance companies, foretgn 
and American, from reinsuring their risks 
in companies not subject to American law 
received a set-back at a special meeting of 
the New York Board of Fire Underwriters 
held Wednesday. Vice-President Moore of 
the Continental, representing the distinct- 
ively American companies, had introduced 
resolutions advocating a prohibition of such 
reinsurance and tis imposition of a tax of 10 
per cent on the premiums of foreign com- 
panies hereafter admitted to do business in 
the State ot New York, and providing for 
the appointment of a committee to draw up 
such a law. These were defeated by a vote 
of 27 to 14. But the debate showed that the 
movement is a growing one, and it is claimed 
that the vote in favor of Mr. Moore’s reso- 
lusions would have been reiatively strong er 
if there had been a larger attendance. 

Mr. Moore said to a Times reporter yester- 
day that it was not intended to strike at the 
action of foreign companies alone in reinsur- 
ing their risks. There are a few American 
companies that.were doing the same sort of 
business with corporations unknown to the 
law of the State of New York. Big risks 
were taken in bulk and then parceied out 
among several corporations. The’ money 
made by the operation was in the difference 
between the two commissions. The com- 
pany taking the original risk paid an agent 
10 oF 15 per cent on the excess of total risk 
over what it was in itself ready to actually 
assume. It got 25 per cent on the other side. 
The effect on companies that did not attempt 
to do this was exactly the same as if an 
American manufacturer of wooien ds, not 
satisfied with the protection afforded by 
the tariff, was to succeed in getting a lot of 
foteign-made goods into bis shop and send 
them out as his own without paying duty. 
The movement would be kept up until some 
legislation had been secured. 

n the 10 per cent tax question. he had the 
game principle applied. The total amount of 
premiums paid during the year ending Vec. 
31, 1888, for fire insurance to foreign compa- 
panies was $27,848,382.12; to New York State 
joint stock companies, 826. 707 27. 77; to com- 
— iu other States doing business in New 

ork, $86,964,545.28. Inere was no reason 
why a further check should not be put upon 
an increase of this foreign competitton. 

Most of the foreign companies doing busi- 
ness in New York deny that they are in the 
habit of reinsuring in foreign concerns not 
under New York law. A representative of 
one of tne strongest of these said yesterday: 
“We are in favor of the prohibition sug- 
gested by Mr. Moore’s resolutions. It is an 
injustice to allow any company in Engiand, 
Scotland, or Germany to do indirectly what 
it may not do directly under the 
law. There are anly four foreign companies 
that do such reinsuring. But as to a10 per 
cent tax ou foreign companies admitted in 
future that is another thing. It would bene- 
fit us who are already here, but is unneces- 
sary, and would be harmful to the interests 
insured by checking competition. The pro- 
tection now afforded to mercantile interests 
against foreign concerns not on a sound foot- 
iagisample. We are compelled. to deposit 
$200,000 with the State authorities, and out- 
side of that must hold assets of $500,000 in 
this country, invested in such securities as 
the New York companies are allowed to in- 
vast in. In one form or another, to munici- 
1 or to the State, we pay a tax of 2 per 

nt on all our premium.“ 

The manager of one of the four foreign 
companies who acknowledge that they do 
reinsuratice in the manner which Mr. Moore’s 
proposed law would prohibit: defended such 
action on the ground that it did not affect 
small risks, and that it furnished not merely 

reater convenience, but greater security to 
he mat who gave big risks: He said that 
the amount involved had been greatiy exag- 
gerated; that it was not enough to fight 
over; that taxes and expenses ate up ali the 
difference in commissions; and that while 
the companies who did this didn’t propose to 
be taken unawares by any sach action as 
Mr. Moore wanted, they could adapt them- 
selves without loss or serious inconvenience 
to a probibitory law if such a law was once 
placed on the statute book.

There is 4 worthy Amer- 
ican dentist living in Paris at this moment who 
some years ago acquired an Italian title and 
who is now recognized as a Marquis of unc first 
water.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Dec, 9.—[Editor of The 
Tribune, ]}—During the political campaign of last 
year the writer attended a number of Republican 
conventions and madé it aspecial duty to find 
out so far as possible the real motive (I mean 
the underlying feeling) of the farmer element of 
these meetings, with this result: When ome got 
down to the bottom always this came as answer 
to the question: “Why will you vote for Harri- 
son!“ “Because I want to get the Government 
out of the hands of the ex-rebels- and copper 
heads, the men who tried to destroy it.“ On the 
question of tariff they were content to give that 
the go-by until the Confederacy was lifted from 
the saddle. Yet it was clear. that most of them 
felt in many respects the high import duties 
worked to their injury. The writer has been a 
Western farmer for nearly a half century, an 
“ obnoxious partisan’’ Republican from the be- 
ginning, with old Whig antecedents, and he 
thinks he understands the average Western 
farmer fairly well. He was also a soldier of the 
Union army for over four years, and thus had 
easy access to the feelings and opinions of his ola 
comrades. With them also the tariff cut but 
a small figure. They had been seriously 
offended by Mr. Cleveland and proposed to find 
a substitute for him as he had found one for 
himself during the war. It is said by those who 
are mucn frightened dy the pension roll that 
there are over a million of these veterans still 
alive. The greater number of them with their 
sons voted for Harrison naturally. 

But nowthe tariff question stands by itself, 
and there is no doubt that a great change is 
working in the rural mind on this subject. The 
Western farmers feel that at present prices they 
come about as near working for nothing and 
dinding themselves as can well be; they | Bowe 
that though they may raise 400,000,000 bushels of 
wheat that the price they will get for it will de- 
pend on what Liverpool may be willing to give 
for the surplus exported, less transportation 
charges and middlemen profits. That is to say, 
he competes with the whole world, not only in 
the foreign markets, but inthe home market, 
too. Our people at home will not give him a 
cent a bushel more for his wheat because of its 
home growth. The farmer knows, too, that he in 
effect is living off his capital, because every peck 
of ge or pound of meat he sells takes from his 
soil some of the elements of its fertility which 
sooner or later must be replaced or he will cease 
to raise anything. Then in the cities the 
trades unions insist on eight hours’ labor 
and zope to get the pay for ten. If carried 
out that would simply mean inereased cost 
to the farmer of those things he would have to 
buy which were produced by such labor and 
which he could not produce himself. The farm- 
er has not found by experience that the city 
mechanic or miliionatre buys his beefsteak or 
loaf of bread with an eye single to the benefit of 
the farmer. The eight hour man of the city 
simply expects the farmer to continue to work 
sixteen hours in the duy so that the former may 
have his bread and meat at cost or less while 
charging up to the country man the aavanced 
cost of that which he gives in exchange. Hence 
the absurdity of expecting any permanent alli 
ance between interests which are so diverse. 
There would seem to be but one direct remedy, 
and that is not at all likely to be applied. Sup- 
pose (it is a violent supposition I wilt admit) the 
farmers could combine and conclude to restrict 
production by only working eight hours a day 
each, producing barely enough to supply the 
home demand and nothing tor export. Manu- 
facturers and so-called workmen combine to 
restrict production, why not the farmers? Men 
must est; their backs may go ragged, their 
stomachs will not long take denial. The farmer 
would soon have the advantage of competitive 
appetites to make demand for his products and 
he would not need to care a cent for foreign mar- 
kets. This cannot be of course; farm- 
ers are too widely scattered and for 
many reasons they cannot combine 
commertially, but they can come together in 
sufficient numbers politically to force a hearing,

The trades unions voted for free-trade last 
fall and the farmers for protection. There would 
be no cause for surprise if, in case free-trade 
were established, the conditions would be re- 
versea and the trades unions would be found 
howling for protection within a few years and 
the farmers insisting on the freest of free-trade,

Free Trade aud Proteetion Wages and 
Prices—Facts and Figurés. 

ANAMOBA, Ia., Dec, 0.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. —A friend today called my attention to an 
article in the Chicago Herald from Mr. Paul 
Cunningham whom I had occasion to furnish 
some stubborn facts through THE TRIBUNE re- 
cently in regard to the workings of protection 
and free trade in Victoria and New South Wales 
Australia, respectively. Mr. Cunningham com- 
plains at his beginning that TRI TRIBUNE for 
some reason did not publish his letter.“ He cer- 
tainly ought not to have been disappointea at 
that, for there is not a grain of Sense or an argu- 
ment, or a factor authority in it, exeept a quo- 
tation from the Chicago Heraid, and it would 
have been just as reliable authority to have 

uoted Grover Cleveland’s free trade message, 

at the amount of tne tariff is added to every 
article we buy.“ as to have called up the Herald. 

Mr. Cunningham says: “In his table of wage 
he mentions seventeen occupations, with none o 
which the tariff has anything to do. For instance, 
brick houses are not imported, How, then, can 
protection benefit the bricklayers and hodcar- 
riers? . . The only way protection has 
anything to do with the tradesmen mentioned by 
Mr. Lake is to make their wages less than they 
are; in other words, to reduce their purchasing 
power.’ 

Well, now, how can it have anything to do wit 
the bricklayers’ wages? Don’t Mr. C. Know? I 
he don't he had better inform himself before he 
asks or expects any journal that goes before an 
intelligent class of peopie,as does THe TRIB- 
UNE, to publish his letters. We do not answer 
the above quotation because we think there is 
any argument contained in it against our former 
letter, but because it furnishes an excellent op- 
portunity to give Mr. Cunningham and his like 
some good, cold, solid facts which are facts and 
are capable of being proved, and not merely 
some other protectionist’s or free-trader's the- 
ory, as is the case with the clipping from the 
free trade Heraid, , 

We will answer Mr. C.’s question first by ask 
ing him another—viz.: If protection lessens the 
wuges and purchasing power of bricklayers, 
et al., why is it there is such a difference in those 
items in protected United States and free-trade 
England in favor of the former? If his ground is 
well taken certainly wages ought to be as high 
and the purchasing power of a dollar as great in 
England as in this country. But such is not the 
case. 

The Hon. Carroll D. Wright, chief of the

Oysters at the Antipodes, 

The chosen paradise of the oyster-eater is the 
north island of New Zealand, far there the oys- 
ters are not only delicious but ridiculously cheap, 
writes Edward Wakefield in Once a Week. Along 
the seashore, in the lonely, sheltered friths and 
inlets about Auckiand every rock consists of a 
mass of oysters clustered together in a wonder- 
ful manner, but easily detached and opened when 
you know how. The best oyster opening machine 
is a Maori girl with a broad awl, The Auck- 
land rock oysters bave long, deep, ragged 
shells, but the oysters themselves are 
small, plump, and beautifully shaped, sweet ana 
not at all coppery or watery. hey are equaily 
good raw, stewed, fried, frittered, or in pie or 
timbale. If you want to get them to verfection. 
however, you should gail down to the Island of 
Waiheke, in the frith of Thames, fifteen miles 
from Auckland, a veritable fairy land. Have 
your fairy on band withjher bradawl, pick out a 
rock just awash at high tide, sit under a tree fern 
or in the shade of the sail of your boat, swallow 
the oysters alive as they come from the nymph's 
deft hands in their pearly, cuplike shell, give 
each just one bite to bring out all the flavor as it 
goes down, and offer up pmeans of praise to the 
giver of all good things,
